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FOREWORD 


For  the  past  several  decades,  it  has  become  increasingly  apparent  that  there  is  a very  real  need  to  standardize  formats  and 
techniques  used  in  the  presentation  of  textbook  materials  for  blind  students.  Accordingly,  in  1962  the  AAIB-AAWB  Braille  Authority 
appointed  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Textbook  Formats  and  Techniques,  composed  of  educators,  transcribers  and  other  braille  experts,  to 
work  with  it  in  the  development  of  standardized  procedures  for  the  embossing  of  educational  materials. 

The  work  of  this  group  has  included  a careful  study  of  textbooks  of  all  types  and  on  all  subjects,  from  the  pre-primer  to  college 
level,  in  order  to  try  to  discover  the  many  and  varied  problems  to  be  solved.  Many  of  the  subjects  dealt  with  in  this  code  have  been 
treated  because  of  actual  difficulties  encountered  by  transcribers  and  printers  in  embossing  textbook  materials.  Some  research  was  done 
through  sending  material  as  it  was  prepared  to  transcribing  groups  and  publishers  to  obtain  their  reactions. 

It  is  recognized  that  this  is  not  a finished  code.  Because  of  the  complicated  nature  of  format  problems,  and  because  of  the 
immediate  need  for  guidance  of  transcribers,  it  has  not  seemed  feasible  to  wait  the  long  time  necessary  for  formal  research.  Rather,  it  is 
believed  that  much  more  will  be  gained  by  giving  the  code  to  the  field  for  practical  demonstration.  Upon  receipt  of  questions  and 
comments  coming  from  a broad  clientele  of  users,  the  material  can  be  refined  and  expanded  to  a point  where  it  will  become  of  maximum 
value  to  braille  readers  and  transcribers.  In  the  meantime,  uniform  usage  on  the  points  contained  in  the  present  code  should  prove  of 
great  value  to  all  concerned.

FOREWORD  TO  1070  REVISION 


As  stated  in  the  Foreword  to  the  original  1965  edition,  it  is  recognized  that  this  Code  can  never  be  completely  finished,  primarily 
because  ink-print  publishers  and  authors  are  constantly  finding  new  ways  to  present  information,  particularly  in  textbooks.  This  1970 
Revision  is  designed  to  answer  many  problems  faced  by  transcribers  since  the  1966  Revision,  in  so  far  as  has  been  possible  without 
undertaking  major  research,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  provided  in  the  near  future.  Notable  additions  in  this  Revision  include  braille 
notations  and  rules  of  usage  for  pronunciation  symbols  for  five  widely  accepted  ink-print  dictionaries  (Webster’s  New  World  Diction- 
ary of  the  American  Language,  c1970;  Thorndike-Barnhart  series  of  dictionaries,  including  The  World  Book  Dictionary,  c1970; 
The  Random  House  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language,  c1967  ; American  Heritage  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language, 
c1970  ; and  Funk  and  Wagnalls  Standard  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language,  c1966).  Additionally,  a system  of  notation  and 
usages  for  the  special  signs  for  Old  and  Middle  English  have  been  developed,  as  well  as  stress  signs  to  be  used  in  embossing  certain 
foreign  languages.

RULES  FOR  THE  TRANSCRIPTION  OF  TEXTBOOKS 

K * ■ 

GENERAL  *PfelNCIPLES 


Because  of  the  constant  change  in  methods  of  presentation  of  copy  by  authors  and  ink-print  publishers,  it  is  not  possible  to  pro- 
vide in  advance  for  all  problems  which  are  to  be  met  in  the  brailling  of  textbooks.  Therefore,  the  usages  set  forth  in  this  Codebook  should 
be  considered  as  guidelines.  However,  the  braille  symbols,  and  their  rules  of  usage,  presented  in  this  Codebook  must  be  employed  wher- 
ever they  are  required.  Additionally,  the  directives  listed  below  should  be  followed  at  all  times : 

A.  All  transcriptions  should  conform  to  the  rules  and  usages  provided  in  the  latest  revisions  of  the  official  braille  codes  listed 
below,  except  as  modifications  are  herein  set  forth  for  textbooks : 

English  Braille,  American  Edition 

Nemeth  Code  of  Braille  Mathematics  and  Scientific  Notation 

Revised  International  Manual  of  Braille  Music  Notation 

B.  No  book  should  be  transcribed  without  being  completely  pre-examined  for  special  problems  which  should  be  structured  before 
starting  the  embossing. 


GENERAL  RULES 

RULE  I— PAGE  AND  VOLUME  SIZE;  LINE-SPACING;  SUPPLEMENTARY  VOLUMES; 

PAGE  NUMBERING;  RUNNING  HEADS 

§1.  Page  and  Volume  Size;  Line-Spacing;  Supplementary  Volumes: 

a.  All  materials  for  the  first  school  grade  should  be  embossed  on  a page  no  larger  than  11"  x 9",  with  the  width  running  the  11" 
length  of  the  page.  Each  braille  line  should  be  followed  by  a blank  line.  If  ink-print  interlining  of  the  braille  material  is  required,  the  ink 
print  should  appear,  word-for-word,  above  the  braille  line. 

b.  Materials  for  school  Grade  II  and  above  should  be  written  on  a page  of  25  lines,  of  not  fewer  than  37  cells  each.  Single  line- 
spacing should  be  employed. 

c.  Books  for  school  Grades  I-III  should  contain  not  more  than  50  one-side  pages.  All  other  textbooks  should  contain  not  more 
than  90  one-side  pages. 

d.  Appendices,  glossaries,  indices,  etc.,  are  often  more  useful  to  the  student  bound  in  separate  volumes  by  themselves.  When  the 
appropriate  volume  number  cannot  be  determined  in  advance,  the  information  should  be  placed  in  a separate  volume  (s)  and  be  numbered 
“Supplement  I”,  “Supplement  II”,  etc.,  the  braille  page  number  starting  over  with  si,  s2,  etc.,  for  each  volume. 

§2.  Ink-print  Page  Numbers:  For  the  information  of  the  student,  it  is  important  to  indicate  where  each  ink-print  page  begins. 

a.  If  a new  ink-print  page  is  started  at  the  top  of  a braille  page,  the  ink-print  page  number  should  be  written  in  the  last  cells  of 
the  first  line,  with  not  less  than  three  clear  spaces  left  between  the  page  number  and  the  text  or  running  head.  (See  §3  below  for  braille 
page  numbering.) 

b.  When  an  ink-print  page  ends  on  the  last  or  next  to  the  last  line  of  the  braille  page,  the  new  ink-print  page  should  start  at  the 
top  of  the  next  braille  page. 

c.  If  a new  ink-print  page  starts  in  the  middle  of  a braille  page : 

(1)  The  braille  line  should  be  terminated  with  the  last  word  on  the  ink-print  page. 

(2)  The  ink-print  page  number  should  be  inserted  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  next  braille  line.  A complete  line  of  dots  3-6 
should  precede  immediately,  without  spacing,  the  number  or  letter  sign  of  the  page  number.  Ex :

(3)  When  a new  chapter  starts  at  the  top  of  an  ink-print  page,  but  in  the  middle  of  a braille  page,  the  chapter  h-eading  should 
start  on  the  line  immediately  following  the  new  page  indicator. 

d.  When  an  ink-print  page  is  continued  from  one  braille  page  to  another,  the  same  ink-print  page  number  should  be  inserted  at 
the  end  of  the  first  line  of  the  braille  page,  immediately  preceded  by  the  letter  “a,”  “b,”  etc.,  without  a capital  or  letter  sign.  The  usual 
three  clear  spaces  should  be  left  between  it  and  the  text  or  running  head.  (See  also  “Material  on  Facing  Braille  Pages,”  Rule  XVIII — 
§39b(12).)  Ex:

e.  Ink-print  page  numbers  should  not  be  shown  on  title  pages,  pages  of  dedication,  lists  of  special  symbols,  transcriber’s  notes, 
and  contents  page.  All  other  pages  (including  preface,  foreword,  introduction,  etc.)  should  be  numbered  in  conformity  with  the  ink-print 
copy,  and  should  follow  immediately  after  the  Table  of  Contents.  (See  §3a(l)  below  for  braille  page  numberings.) 


f.  Book  titles,  part  or  unit  numbers,  chapter  headings,  etc.,  which  are  spread  over  a number  of  ink-print  pages  should  be  inserted 
on  the  same  braille  page  where  the  text  begins.  In  such  cases,  the  combined  ink-print  page  numbers  should  be  indicated.  Ex:

Likewise,  when  blank  pages,  or  full  pages  of  illustrations  which  are  to  be  omitted  from  the  braille  edition,  are  included  in  the  ink- 
print  page  number  count,  their  page  numbers  should  be  combined  with  the  ink-print  page  number  that  follows. 

g.  Unnumbered  or  Roman  numeral  pages  which  appear  at  the  back  of  the  ink-print  text  should  be  numbered  as  follows: 

(1)  If  these  pages  are  numbered  with  Roman  numerals  in  ink  print,  follow  copy. 

(2)  If  these  pages  are  unnumbered,  each  braille  page  should  be  numbered  consecutively  at  the  end  of  the  first  line.  The 
numbers  should  begin  with  #1  for  each  unnumbered  section,  and  should  be  preceded  by  identifying  initials,  such  as  gl,  g2,  etc.,  for 
glossaries;  tl,  t2,  etc.,  for  tests ; and  so  on.  On  such  pages  do  not  indicate  the  beginning  of  each  new  ink-print  page. 

(3)  Unnumbered  note  pages  at  the  back  of  an  ink-print  text  which  are  transferred  to  the  end  of  a braille  volume  should  be 
numbered  nl,  n2,  etc.,  as  in  Sec.  (2)  above.  (See  Rule  VI,  §21a.) 

§3.  Braille  Page  Numbers:  Running  braille  page  numbers  should  be  written  at  the  end  of  the  last  line  of  the  braille  page,  with 

not  less  than  three  clear  cells  between  the  last  word  of  text  and  the  page  number.  (Consecutively  numbered  braille  pages  are  required  for 
the  collating  of  pages  of  textbooks  duplicated  by  any  vacuum-forming  process.) 

a.  Braille  pages  should  be  numbered  as  follows: 

(1)  In  each  volume,  all  preliminary  pages  listed  in  §5  should  be  given  Arabic  numbers,  preceded  by  the  letter  “p”  without  a 
letter  sign.  In  every  volume,  the  title  page  should  be  numbered  pi,  followed  consecutively  by  p2,  p3,  etc.,  for  the  additional  preliminary 
pages.

(2)  Text  pages  (including  forewords,  prefaces,  introductions,11  etc.)  should  begin  with  Arabic  #1  in  the  first  volume,  and 
should  be  numbered  consecutively  from  volume  to  volume.  If  an  ink-print  text  must  be  divided  among  several  transcribers,  the  first 
page  of  text  of  each  volume  should  be  given  Arabic  #1.  i 

b.  If,  in  checking  the  page  numbers  of  hand-transcribed  textbooks,  a braille  page  number  has  been  repeated,  the  repetition  sign 
; ^ (dots  5-6)  should  be  placed  immediately  before  the  number  sign  of  the  page  on  which  the  duplication  has  been  made.  If  a page

number  has  been  omitted,  the  omission  sign  ; ^ (dot  5)  should  be  placed  immediately  before  the  number  sign  of  the  page  on  which  the 
omission  has  been  made.  For  preliminary  pages,  these  signs  should  be  preceded  by  the  letter  “p.” 

§4.  Running  Heads:  If  the  agency  of  the  transcriber  requires  the  use  of  the  title  as  a running  head  on  the  first  line  of  each 

braille  page,  the  running  head  should  not  occupy  more  than  one  braille  line.  Where  necessary,  the  running  head  should  be  shortened  so 
that  at  least  three  clear  spaces  are  left  at  the  beginning  of  the  line  and  between  the  end  of  the  running  head  and  the  ink-print  page  number. 

RULE  II— PRELIMINARY  PAGES 

§5.  Order  of  Preliminary  Pages:  Preliminary  pages  should  appear  in  the  following  order: 

Title  page 

Any  copyright  information,  including  dates,  which  cannot  be  contained  on  the  title  page 
Dedication 

Lists  of  special  braille  symbols  used  in  the  particular  book  (or  volume) 

Transcriber’s  notes  which  apply  to  special  usages,  format,  etc.,  employed  in  transcribing  the  text  (or  individual  volume) 

Table  of  Contents 


§6.  Title  Pages:  All  braille  title  pages  for  textbooks  should  contain  the  following  minimum  information,  in  the  order  listed: 

Title  (with  number  of  edition  if  given  in  ink  print) 

Subtitle  (if  any)  or  name  of  series 
Author  or  authors,  with  their  degrees 

Publisher’s  permission,  with  address  (city  and  state  only)  of  publisher 
List  of  copyright  dates  and  copyright  owners 
Year  of  braille  transcription 

Name  of  transcriber,  with  organization  affiliation,  and  address  (city  and  state  only) 

Number  of  braille  volumes 
Individual  braille  volume  number 
Inclusive  braille  pages  (both  preliminary  and  text) 

Inclusive  ink-print  Arabic  numeral  pages  (do  not  include  Roman  numeral  pages). 

On  pages  4-6  are  models  of  braille  title  pages,  showing  the  correct  format,  including  capitalization,  centering  of  lines,  and  blank 
lines.  The  number  of  lines  skipped  between  various  segments  of  the  title  page  may  vary  according  to  the  differing  lengths  of  informa- 
tion, i.e.,  long  and  short  titles,  many  authors  instead  of  one,  etc.  Each  braille  title  page  should  begin  on  the  first  line  and  end  on  the  last 
line  of  the  braille  page. 

a.  All  references  to  the  following  should  be  omitted  from  the  braille  transcription: 

(1)  Names  and  information  about  ink-print  illustrators. 

(2)  Ink-print  printing  dates  or  information  (found  either  at  the  foot  of  the  title  page  or 
copyright  dates  are  not  given. 

(3)  Any  reference  to  grades  of  braille  or  special  braille  codes  used  to  emboss  a particular 
code,  Nemeth  Code,  etc. 

b.  For  the  writing  of  foreign-language  title  pages,  see  Appendix  E — Foreign  Languages. 

c.  The  page  or  pages  immediately  following  the  braille  title  page  should  include  the  following:

(1)  Complete  copyright  dates  and  other  copyright  information,  if  not  included  on  the  title  page.

Models  #2a  and  #2b — Title  Pages  for  Books  of  a Series 

Title  pages  for  books  of  a series  are  two  kinds:  (a)  those  whose  individual  book  titles  are  different  from  the  series  title;  and  (b) 

those  with  titles  consisting  of  the  series  title  and  a grade  level  number  for  each  individual  book  of  the  series.  In  the  latter  case,  some- 
times the  ink-print  title  page  does  not  show  grade  levels  in  either  words  or  numbers,  but  the  grade  level  is  indicated  on  the  cover  or  spine 
by  a geometric  design  of  the  proper  number  of  lines,  dots,  stars,  triangles,  etc.  The  braille  title  page  must  include  the  grade  level  in  words 
or  numbers  as  a part  of  the  title.  In  such  cases,  a colon  should  follow  the  series  title,  before  inserting  the  grade  level. 


On  page  5 are  two  models  showing  how  such  titles  should  be  arranged:

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§7.  Acknowledgments  should  always  begin  a new  page  and  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  last  volume,  with  the  ink-print  page 
number  omitted.  Although  inclusion  of  acknowledgments  is  required  by  the  publisher,  they  may  be  omitted  when  they  refer  to  maps, 
pictures,  illustrations,  etc.,  which  are  not  included  in  the  braille  edition. 


§8.  Dedications,  if  any,  should  be  included  and  should  be  centered  on  a separate  page. 

§9.  List  of  Special  Braille  Symbols : All  special  braille  symbols  used  in  a particular  transcription  should  be  listed,  starting  on  a 
separate  page,  at  the  front  of  each  volume  in  which  they  occur.  Each  braille  symbol  should  be  followed  by  its  dot  numbers  enclosed  in 
parentheses,  followed  by  its  meaning.  These  symbols  include : foreign-accented  letters ; diacritics,  Merriam- Webs  ter  Pronunciation  Signs, 
and  other  signs  of  pronunciation ; and  any  special  symbols  devised  for  a particular  purpose.  If  the  symbols  fall  into  a number  of  different 
categories,  they  should  be  listed  under  their  categorical  headings. 

§10.  Transcriber’s  Notes.  An  explanation  of  any  special  format  or  usage  not  covered  by  this  code  should  be  placed  under 
“Transcriber’s  Notes”  in  the  front  of  any  volume  in  which  it  occurs: 

a.  If  a special  format  or  usage  is  employed  only  once  in  an  entire  transcription,  a_  transcriber’s  note  enclosed  within  the  Tran- 
scriber’s Note  symbol  ; ; ; (dots  6,  3),  unspaced  from  the  material  it  encloses,  should  be  inserted  before  the  paragraph  to  which  it 

refers.  Such  transcriber^"  TlStes  should  be  written  in  paragraph  form,  starting  in  cell  7,  with  all  runovers  beginning  in  cell  5.  Lines  must 
not  be  skipped  before  or  after  such  notes  unless  they  precede  or  follow  headings. 

b.  When  an  individual  term  or  symbol  is  to  be  explained  in  a transcriber’s  note  of  seven  words  or  less,  the  text  should  be  termi- 
nated immediately  after  such  a term  or  symbol,  and  the  transcriber’s  note  should  be  placed  on  the  next  line  in  accordance  with  the  prin- 
ciple set  forth  in  §a  above.  The  text  should  then  continue  at  the  margin,  except  where  a new  paragraph  immediately  follows : 

c.  When  in  ink  print  the  text  is  interrupted  by  a full  page  of  explanatory  matter  (such  as  charts,  tables,  examples  or  additional 
information,  etc.),  the  transcription  of  the  text  should  be  terminated  and  the  following  Transcriber’s  Note  should  be  inserted  in  accord- 
ance with  §a  above: 
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Text  continued  on  page  — . 
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The  page  of  explanatory  material  should  then  be  brailled  in  chronological  order,  followed  immediately  by  the  next  page  of  text. 
(This  format  should  not  be  used  to  insert  footnotes  occurring  on  facing  pages  to  the  text,  as  set  forth  in  Rule  VI,  §20,  1st  paragraph.) 


§11.  Contents: 

a.  The  complete  Table  of  Contents  for  the  entire  book  should  be  included  in  Volume  I,  with  references  to  the  ink-print  pages  only. 
Each  subsequent  volume  should  contain  only  that  portion  of  the  Table  of  Contents  included  in  that  braille  volume.  (If  possible  to  show 
volumes,  see  §h  below.)  Lists  of  maps,  diagrams,  tables  and  illustrations  should  be  omitted  if  they  are  not  included  in  the  braille  edition. 
These  omissions  should  be  noted  at  the  end  of  the  Table  of  Contents  of  the  first  volume  only. 

b.  To  transcribe  a Table  of  Contents : 

(1)  The  word  CONTENTS  should  be  centered  on  the  first  line j)f  the  first  page  only.  If  a centered  heading,  such  as  WHAT 
YOU  WILL  STUDY,  or  the  like,  appears  instead  of  the  word  CONTENTS,  follow  copy. 

(2)  Place  the  word  “Page”  at  the  end  of  the  second  line.  If  the  ink-print  copy  includes  the  single  word  “Chapter,”  “Essays” 
or  “Stories,”  etc.,  at  the  margin  over  the  numbers  and/or  titles,  such  heading  should  be  placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  line.  If 
the  word  “Chapter”  precedes  the  chapter  numbers  throughout  the  contents,  it  should  be  placed  as  a heading  at  the  margin  on  line  2,  and 
omitted  before  the  chapter  numbers. 

(3)  Unit  and  part  headings,  however  placed  in  ink  print,  should  be  centered  immediately  above  the  chapter  or  other  subdi- 
visions to  which  they  apply,  and  should  be  preceded  by  aUlank  line. 

(4)  For  the  body  of  the  contents: 

(a)  Chapter  headings  (with  their  numbers,  if  any)  should  start  at  the  margin,  with  all  runovers  indented  two  cells. 
If  there  are  main  headings  and  sub-headings,  the  main  headings  should  begin  at  the  margin  and  the  sub-headings  in  cell  3,  with  all 
runovers  indented  to  cell  5.  If  there  are  sub-headings  to  the  sub-headings,  the  main  heading  should  begin  at  the  margin,  the  sub- 
headings in  cell  3,  and  the  sub-headings  to  the  sub-headings  in  cell  5,  with  all  runovers  beginning  in  cell  7. 

(b)  All  page  numbers  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  line  on  which  the  heading  ends.  A series  of  j^uide  dots  (dot 
5)  >.Preceded  jind  followed  by  a space,  should  be  inserted  between  the  last  word  of  the  heading  and  the  number  sign  of  the  page 
number.  Unless  there  is  room  for  two  or  more  guide  dots,  the  page  number  may  follow  at  the  end  of  the  title,  with  no  guide-dot 
indication,  but  there  must  be  af  least  one  blank  cell  between  the  end  of  the  heading  and  the  number  sign  of  the  page  number. 

(c)  When  a long  heading  requires  two  or  more  braille  lines,  each  line  of  the  heading  should  end  at  least  six  cells  from 
the  end  of  the  line.  The  continuation  of  the  heading  should  begin  as  noted  in  Sec.  (a)  above.  The  guide  dots  and  the  page  number 
should  be  placed  on  the  same  line  as  the  last  word  of  the  heading. 

(d)  A line  should  be  skipped  before  main  headings  only.  Lines  should  not  be  skipped,  however,  if  there  are  no  sub- 
headings of  items  in  the  Table  of  Contents. 

c.  The  last  line  of  each  contents  page  should  carry  only  the  running  braille  page  number. 

d.  If  a table  of  contents  requires  two  or  more  braille  pages,  the  contents  should  be  continued  on  the  first  line  of  each  succeeding 
braille  page,  without  repeating  the^ words  CONTENTS,  Chapter,  or  Page. 

e.  If  it  is  necessary  to  end  a braille  volume  in  the  middle  of  a unit,  part,  and/or  chapter,  the  Table  of  Contents  of  the  following 
volume  should  repeat  the  main  unit,  part,  chapter  heading,  etc.,  followed  by  “Cont.”  in  parentheses  after  the  last  item  only,  and  should 
indicate  the  ink-print  page,  with  identifying  letter  (if  any),  on  which  the  new  volume  begins. 

f.  If  a braille  volume  does  not  start  at  the  beginning  of  an  ink-print  page,  the  lettered  page  number  should  be  indicated  in  the 
Table  of  Contents. 

g.  If  material  from  the  back  or  other  part  of  the  ink-print  book,  such  as  word  lists,  notes,  etc.,  is  transposed  to  another  part  of 
the  braille  text,  these  pages  should  be  listed  in  the  Table  of  Contents  of  the  braille  volume  where  they  appear,  and  their  ink-print  page 
numbers  should  be  shown. 
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h.  If  it  is  possible  to  indicate  the  exact  contents  of  each  braille  volume  when  preparing  the  full  contents  page  for  Volume  I,  the 
following  format  should  be  used: 

(1)  Center  the  word  CONTENTS  on  the  first  line. 

(2)  Center  “Volume  I”  on  the  third  line. 

(3)  Insert  “Chapter,”  etc.,  (if  any)  at  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  line,  and  insert  the  word  “Page”  at  the  end  of  line  4. 

(4)  Start  the  contents  on  line  5. 

(5)  A line  should  be  skipped  following  the  end  of  the  contents  for  Volume  I. 

(6)  The  words  “Volume  II”  should  be  centered  on  the  next  line  and  should  be  followed  immediately  by  its  contents. 

(7)  This  form  should  be  followed  for  succeeding  volumes. 

(8)  If  a unit,  part,  chapter,  etc.,  must  be  split  between  braille  volumes,  follow  the  format  indicated  in  Sec.  e,  above. 

i.  If  a unit  or  chapter  heading  is  given  a page  number  in  ink  print,  guidelines  should  be  used  and  the  page  number  placed  at  the 
right-hand  margin.

Rule  III-IV — §12-§14a(2) 
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RULE  III— PICTURES 


§12.  General: 

a.  If  the  pictures  and  picture  captions  are  unrelated  to  the  text,  and  contain  no  factual  information,  they  should  be  ignored. 

b.  Pictures  which  are  meaningful  to  the  text  should  have  some  simple  explanation  or  description  included  in  braille — orilxj  if  the 
information  is  not  brought  out  in  the  text  itself. 

(1)  Vocabulary  appropriate  to  the  text  should  be  used. 

(2)  The  picture  caption  and/or  description  should  be  inserted  after  the  paragraph  to  which  it  applies.  It  should  be  enclosed 
in  brackets,  with  the  opening  bracket  beginning  in  eell_7,  followed  by  the  word  Picture  followed  by  a colon,  and  then  followed  on  the  same 
line  with  the  words  of  the  caption  or  description.  All  runovers  should  be  indented  to  the  5th  cell. 

§13.  Pictures  in  Workbooks:  Pictures  in  certain  types  of  workbooks,  such  as  readers,  spellers  and  grammars,  are  often  entirely 
meaningless  to  the  transcriber  without  the  benefit  of  the  directions  given  in  the  teacher’s  edition.  On  the  other  hand,  the  material  is  of  no 
use  to  the  blind  student  without  the  information  contained  in  the  pictures.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  teacher  pre-edit  such 
books,  indicating  the  wording  to  be  included,  before  the  transcription  is  undertaken. 

a.  If  the  book  has  not  been  pre-edited,  and  if  the  transcriber  cannot  determine  the  wording  to  be  substituted  for  the  pictures,  the 
following  note  should  be  inserted,  beginning  in  cell  7 : 


[Picture:  Ask  the  teacher.] 

b.  However,  if  the  student  is  asked  to  count  the  numbers  of  various  items  in  the  picture,  arbitrary  braille  symbols  may  be 
assigned  to  the  items.  A space  should  be  left  between  the  symbols,  and  three  spaces  should  be  left  between  groups  of  symbols  if  such 
grouping  is  present  in  the  ink-print  copy.  A transcriber’s  note  should  be  inserted  explaining  the  meaning  of  the  symbols. 


RULE  IV— ITALICS;  DIFFERENT  COLORS  OF  TYPE;  CHECK  MARKS  AND  STARS 

§14.  Italics:

b.  Ralics  should  not  be  employed  in  textbooks  of  less  than  third  grade  level.  If  italics  are  essential  for  the  understanding  of  the 
text,  underscoring  should  be  substituted.  (See  Appendix  B §lb(l)(a)  and  (d),  page  96.) 

c.  When  an  italicized  or  capitalized  letter,  or  group  of  letters,  occurs  within  a word,  the  italic,  capital,  or  double  capital  sign  must 

be  preceded  by  the  hyphen,  whether  or  not  it  appears  in  ink  print,  and  onlxj  the  termination  sign  ; ; ; ; (dots  6,  3)  should  be  inserted  to

terminate  the  effect  of  the  italic  or  capital  sign.  When  in  ink  print  a hyphen  follows  an  italicized  or  capitalized  group,  the  hyphen  must 
follow  the  termination  sign.  Do  not  use  whole-word  contractions,  lower-sign  contractions  (except  “en”  and  “in”),  or  final-letter  contrac- 
tions when  they  would  comprise  the  entire  portion  of  a word  which  is  printed  in  italics,  or  all  capitals  and  is  separated  from  the  balance 
of  the  word  by  the  hyphen  and/or  termination  sign.  The  termination  sign  should  always  be  listed  in  the  List  of  Special  Symbols,  if  it  is 
used  in  the  text.

d.  Alliteration : If,  in  ink  print,  a change  of  type  is  used  to  emphasize  alliteration  of  a single  letter,  in  braille  the  accent  sign,  dot 
4,  should  precede  the  letter  to  indicate  the  alliteration.  This  same  usage  should  also  be  followed  in  the  case  of  alliteration  of  single  sounds 
expressed  in  braille  by  the  one-cell  contractions  for  ch,  gh,  th,  sh,  wh,  st,  ow,  ar,  etc.  However,  if  an  alliterated  sound  (or  sounds)  would 
require  two  or  more  braille  cells,  the  letters  in  different  type  should  be  written  in  accordance  with  §c  above.  Ex :

c.  When  one  or  more  paragraphs  are  printed  in  colored  type,  the  color  type  indicators  shown  in  §15a  should  be  followed.  Each 
paragraph  should  be  preceded  by  the  color  indicator,  and  the  final  paragraph  followed  by  the  termination  sign.  Such  a passage  should  be 
preceded  and  followed  by  a blank  line. 


§16.  Check  Marks;  Stars:  When  check  marks,  stars,  etc.,  are  used  in  the  ink-print  text  to  call  attention  to  words,  the  symbol

RULE  V— HEADINGS 


§17.  Centered  Headings,  particularly  those  for  sections,  units,  parts,  and  chapters,  should  always  be  centered,  and  should  be  writ- 
ten in  full  capitals  using  as  many  lines  as  necessary.  At  least  three  clear  spaces  should  be  left  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  each  line.  A 
blank  line  should  be  left  between  centered  headings  and  between  the  last  sub-heading  and  the  beginning  of  the  text.  (See  exception  for 
Topical  Headings  in  §18  below.) 


a.  The  following  capitalization  should  be  employed  to  express  the  descending  order  of  centered  headings: 

(1)  Write  the  main  heading  in  double  capital  letters.  . 

(2)  Use  single  capital  letters  for  only  the  first  and  important  words  of  the  first  sub-heading. 

(3)  Use  a single  capital  sign  before  only  the  first  word  of  the  second  sub-heading. 

b.  Italics  should  be  omitted  from  centered  headings  printed  in  italic  type  except  where  a word  or  words  must  be  italicized  for 
distinction. 
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Rule  V-VI— §17c-§20a(l)(a) 


c.  If  a centered  heading  starts  on  the  first  line  of  a page  where  no  running  head  is  used,  always  leave  at  least  three  clear  spaces 
at  the  beginning'of  the  line  and  between  the  last  word  of  the  heading  and  the  ink-print  page  number.  If  running  heads  are  used,  skip  a 
line  between  theA'unning  head  and  the  centered  heading. 

§18.  Topical  Headings: 

a.  Very  often,  topical  headings,  in  either  boldface  or  italic  type,  are  scattered  throughout  the  ink-print  text.  They  are  usually 
preceded  and  followed  by  skipped  lines,  and  may  be  either  centered  or  blocked  at  the  left-hand  margin.  In  braille,  begin  all  such  headings 
in  cell  5,  with  all  runovers  also  beginning  in  cell  5.  A line  should  be  skipped  before  the  topical  heading,  but  not  after  it.  Do  not  use  italics 
for  such  headings,  except  for  words  which  require  distinction.  A single  capital  sign  should  be  used  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  title  and 
before  important  words. 

b.  If  such  headings  are  in  various  colors  of  type,  and  if  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  indicate  the  colors  of  type,  use  the  indicators 
provided  in  Rule  IV,  Sec.  15,  and  follow  this  format. 

§19.  Paragraph  Headings:  Many  ink-print  textbooks  employ  paragraph  headings  consisting  of  a word  or  two,  a phrase,  or  even  a 
sentence,  printed  in  a type  other  than  that  of  the  text.  Such  headings  may  be  found  at  the  margin  or  indented  in  paragraph  form,  but 
are  always  immediately  followed  on  the  same  line,  where  space  permits,  by  the  text  itself.  In  braille,  such  headings  should  be  indented  in 
paragraph  form,  and  should  be  followed  by  the  text  on  the  same  braille  line,  where  space  permits.  A line  should  not  be  skipped  before  such 
paragraph  headings. 

a.  If  paragraph  headings  are  printed  in  only  one  style  of  type  throughout  the  text,  they  should  be  italicized. 

b.  If  such  paragraph  headings  are  printed  in  a variety  of  black  type  faces,  the  following  indicators,  with  a space  following  them, 
should  precede  the  heading,  and  the  termination  sign  (dots  6,  3)  should  be  inserted  at  the  end  of  the  heading  with  a space  before  and  after 
it.  Explanation  of  the  use  of  these  indicators  and  the  termination  sign  should  be  included  in  the  List  of  Special  Symbols  at  the  front  of  the 
volume :

c.  If  paragraph  headings  are  printed  in  different  colors  of  type,  use  the  indicators  and  termination  sign  as  provided  in  Rule  IV, 

§15. 

RULE  VI— FOOTNOTES;  NOTES  IN  FACING  COLUMNS  OR  ON 
FACING  PAGES  TO  THE  TEXT;  NOTES  AT  THE  BACK  OF  THE  INK-PRINT  TEXT; 

REFERENCE  INDICATORS  OTHER  THAN  FOR  FOOTNOTES 

§20.  Footnotes  (Including  Notes  Printed  in  Facing  Columns  or  on  Facing  Pages  to  the  Text) : In  prose  material,  notes  (including 
notes  printed  in  facing  columns  or  on  facing  pages  to  the  text),  should  be  inserted  immediately  following  the  paragraph  in  which  reference 
to  them  occurs.  Do  not  insert  them  enclosed  in  within  the  brail1?  °.s  provided  hy  thp  literary  rode.  When  a note  is  continued 

at  the  bottom  of  two  or  more  ink-print  pages,  the  entire  note  should  be  inserted  in  braille  following  the  paragraph  in  which  reference  to 
it  is  made.  (See  also  §a(3)  below). 

a.  Notes  should  be  written  in  paragraph  form,  starting  in  cell  7,  with  all  runovers  beginning  in  cell  5.  Lines  must  not  be  skipped 
before  or  after  notes.  The  same  reference  indicator  should  be  used  in  the  text  and  before  the  corresponding  note. 

(1)  Notes  with  Unnumbered  Reference  Indicators: 


(a)  In  the  text,  the  note  or  reference  indicator,  preceded  and  followed  by  a space,  should  follow  the  word  to  which  it 
refers,  although  it  may  be  placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  braille  line.  The  reference  indicator,  followed  by  a space,  should 
also  precede  the  note. 
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(b)  When  the  ink-print  text  uses  two  or  more  different  note  indicators  (*,  t,  t , §,  etc.),  the  following  synftbola should

(2)  Numbered  Notes:  Notes  which  are  numbered  in  ink  print  should  be  numbered  similarly  in  braille.  The  reference 

indicator  " ; • (dots  3-5,  3-5)  should  be  written  unspaced  from  its  number.  The  reference  indicator  with  its  number,  preceded  and

followed  by  a space,  should  follow  the  word  to  which  it  refers,  although  it  may  be  placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  braille  line.  The 
reference  indicator  with  its  number,  followed  by  a space,  should  also  precede  the  note. 


(3)  If  an  ink-print  page  ends  in  the  middle  of  a paragraph  in  which  there  are  note  references,  the  notes  for  the  unfinished 
paragraph  should  be  inserted  beginning  on  the  line  immediately  following  the  last  word  of  text  on  the  ihk-print  page  in  which  references 
to  the  notes  occur.  The  new  ink -print  page  number  should  be  indicated  on  the  line  following  the  note  or  notes.  Ex:

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Rule  VI— §20b-§21b 


b.  Notes  Without  Reference  Indicators  or  Numbers: 

(1)  Notes  without  reference  indicators  or  numbers,  appearing  in  facing  columns  or  on  facing  pages  to  the  text,  should  be 
given  numbers  in  the  braille  text  if  there  are  no  other  numbered  footnotes.  These  notes  should  be  numbered  consecutively  beginning 
with  #1  for  each  new  paragraph  containing  two  or  more  notes.  If  there  is  only  one  note  to  a paragraph,  it  need  not  be  numbered. 

(2)  If  both  numbered  footnotes  and  notes  without  references  or  numbers  appear  in  ink  print  in  facing  columns  or  on  facing 
pages,  the  notes  without  references  must  then  be  assigned  letters  (preceded  by  the  letter  sign),  beginning  with  “a”  for  each  new  para- 
graph. The  letters,  as  well  as  the  numbers,  should  be  preceded  by  the  asterisk.  The  order  of  preference  for  inserting  the  numbered  or 
lettered  notes  after  each  paragraph  should  be  determined  in  accordance  with  frequency,  i.e.,  those  appearing  most  frequently  throughout 
the  text  being  inserted  first  following  the  paragraph.  (For  copious  notes,  see  Appendix  E — Foreign  Languages,  §5,  Exception.) 

c.  When  footnotes  are  referred  to  by  line  number,  the  line  number  should  be  included  in  conformity  with  the  ink-print  text.  (See 
Rule  VIII.) 


d.  In  poetry,  footnotes  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  ink-print  page  on  which  they  occur,  in  accordance  with  Secs,  a and  b 
above.  Exception : When  two  or  more  poems  appear  on  the  same  ink-print  page,  the  footnotes  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  poem  to 
which  they  refer.  If  a footnote  to  a poem  is  also  a poem,  each  line  of  poetry  in  the  footnote  should  begin  in  cell  7;  with  all  runovers  start- 
ing in  cell  9.  (For  notes  appearing  on  unnumbered  ink-print  pages,  see  §21a.) 


e.  In  plays,  all  notes  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  volume  in  which  they  occur,  and  the  format  shown  in  §21  should  be  fol- 
lowed. (For  notes  appearing  on  unnumbered  ink-print  pages,  see  §21a.) 


f.  For  Notes  in  Tables  and  Listings,  follow  directions  in  Rule  XVIII,  §39b(9). 

g.  Notes  to  titles  and  headings  should  be  started  on  the  line  immediately  following  the  title  or  heading  and  should  be  followed 
by  one  blank  line  before  beginning  the  text. 


§21.  Notes  which  appear  at  the  end  of  an  ink-print  text  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  braille  volume  in  which  reference  to  them 
occurs.  Such  note  section  should  begin  a new  braille  page,  headed  NOTES  centered  on  the  third  line.  One  blank  line  should  be  left  before 
inserting  a Transcriber’s  Note  (see  §10,  page  6,  for  format)  giving  the  following  information:  Note  references  are  presented  in  the  follow- 
ing order:  ink-print  page  number,  ink-print  note  reference ; braille  line  number.  After  leaving  a blank  line,  the  notes  should  be  presented 
as  follows:  At  the  margin,  the  ink-print  page  number  (with  its  modifying  a,  b,  etc.,  if  any) ; space;  the  asterisk  or  the  numbered  asterisk 
to  correspond  with  the  ink-print  note  reference;  space;  line  number  of  the  braille  page  preceded  by  the  uncapitalized  letter  “1”;  space; 
the  beginning  of  the  note.  All  successive  lines  of  the  note  should  be  indented  to  cell  3.  If  there  is  more  than  one  note  reference  to  the 
same  ink-print  page  of  text,  the  ink-print  page  number  must  be  repeated  at  the  beginning  of  each  note.  The  pages  of  the  note  section 
should  be  numbered  in  accordance  with  the  page  numbers  of  the  note  section  in  the  ink-print  text.  Although  it  is  unnecessary  to  include 
the  number  for  the  transposed  ink-print  note  pages  on  the  title  page,  they  should  be  inserted  on  the  contents  page.  Ex : 

Page  a!28,  note  2,  line  20.  It  has  been  said,  . . .

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a.  Unnumbered  note  pages,  often  found  in  the  back  of  ink-print  texts,  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  braille  volume  in  which 
reference  to  them  occurs,  and  the  pages  should  be  numbered  on  the  first  line  of  each  page,  beginning  with  “nl”  for  each  new  braille  volume. 
(See  Rule  I,  §2g(3).) 

b.  If  notes  appear  at  the  back  of  the  text  giving  ink-print  page  references  only,  and  with  no  reference  indication  in  the  text  to  the 
notes,  such  notes  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  braille  volume,  each  note  being  preceded  by  the  ink-print  page  reference  only.  Ex : 
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Page  140.  New  techniques  in  steelmaking  range  . . .

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§22.  Reference  Indicators  Other  Than  for  Footnotes:  Small  superscript  symbols  may  be  found  in  ink-print  grammars,  spellers, 
and  the  like,  which  give  constant  reference  to  the  same  information  or  definition  throughout  the  entire  text.  Such  superscript  symbols 
may  be  small  circles,  squares,  triangles,  or  other  forms  quite  different  from  the  usual  unnumbered  footnote  symbols.  Their  meaning  may 
be  given  as  a footnote  the  first  time  they  appear,  or  may  be  included  in  a list  of  special  symbols  at  the  beginning  of  the  book. 

In  braille,  the  following  indicators,  preceded  and  followed  by  a space,  should  be  used  for  the  ink-print  symbols,  and  an  explanation 
of  their  use  should  be  included  in  the  List  of  Special  Symbols  in  the  front  of  the  braille  volume.  These  indicators  should  precede  or  follow 
the  word  to  which  they  refer  in  accordance  with  the  ink-print  copy:

J*  (dots  1-2-4-6,  2-3-4)  n square 
••  »'  (dots  1-2-4-6,  2-3-4-5)  a triangle

Additional  symbols  may  be  developed  by  the  transcriber  as  needed,  using  the  indicator  dots  1-2-4-6,  plus  an  appropriate  letter  or 

braille  character. 

RULE  VII— MARGINAL  INFORMATION  WHICH  IS  NOT  A NOTE;  BOXES 

§23.  Marginal  Information  Which  Is  Not  a Note:  Occasionally,  ink-print  textbooks  present  related  information  in  the  margin 
which  is  not  treated  as  a footnote.  This  marginal  information  should  be  enclosed  in  brackets  and  incorporated  into  the  body  of  the  text 
where  it  seems  most  appropriate,  even  though  this  may  require  editing  of  the  text  by  the  transcriber.  (See  also  Appendix  E,  Foreign 
Languages,  §8b.) 

§24.  Boxes:  If  material  is  set  off  in  boxes  in  ink-print  texts,  the  top  line  of  the  box  should  be  represented  by  a line  of  dots  2-3-5-6, 
and  the  bottom  line  by  a line  of  dots  1-2-4-5.  No  lines  should  be  skipped  before  or  after  boxing  lines.  Boxed  material  should  be  inserted 
at  an  appropriate  place  on  the  page.  If  a box  ends  an  ink-print  page,  the  ending  boxing  line  should  be  followed  on  the  next  braille  line  by 
the  new  ink-print  page  indicator. 

a.  It  is  not  necessary  to  show  the  left-  and  right-hand  lines  of  the  box  if  the  boxed  material  requires  the  full  width  of  the  braille 
page.  If  two  or  more  boxes  are  presented  side  by  side  on  the  braille  page,  a vertical  line  of  dots  1-2-3-4-5-6,  with  a space  before  and  after, 
should  be  inserted  between  the  boxing  lines  to  separate  the  boxes. 

b.  If  two  or  more  boxes  are  to  be  shown  one  below  the  other,  a line  of  dots  2-3-5-6  should  be  placed  above  each  box,  and  the  line 
of  dots  1-2-4-5  should  be  inserted  on  the  line  following  the  last  box. 

c.  If  there  are  two  or  more  columns  within  a box,  separated  by  vertical  lines,  these  lines  should  be  represented  by  a line  of  dots 
4-5-6,  preceded  and  followed  by  a space. 

d.  Horizontal  lines  within  a box  should  be  represented  by  lines  of  dots  2-5. 

e.  Boxed  material  which  is  continued  from  one  ink-print  page  to  another  should  be  presented  as  if  it  were  a single  box.  A new 
ink-print  page  should  not  be  shown  within  a box.  Whether  the  box  is  presented  horizontally  spanning  two  ink-print  pages,  or  consecutive- 
ly continues  from  the  bottom  of  one  ink-print  page  to  the  top  of  the  next,  inclusive  ink-print  page  numbers  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of 
the  top  boxing  line. 

If  the  boxed  material  must  be  continued  from  one  braille  page  to  another,  a line  of  dots  2-3-5-6  should  be  inserted  on  the  first  line 
of  the  new  braille  page,  with  three  clear  spaces  being  left  between  the  boxing  line  and  the  ink-print  page  number  preceded  by  the  appro- 
priate identifying  letter.  (If  running  heads  are  used,  the  line  of  dots  2-3-5-6  should  be  placed  on  the  second  line.)  If  the  ink-print  page 
number  has  not  been  presented  before  the  boxed  material,  it  should  be  presented  on  the  braille  line  immediately  following  the  ending  of 
the  box. 
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f.  Boxed  Supplementary  Material:  Large  boxes,  containing  biographical  sketches,  commentaries,  and  the  like,  should  be  placed 

at  an  appropriate  place  within  the  ink-print  page.  The  opening  and  closing  boxing  lines  should  be  used  to  enclose  the  insertion, 

RULE  VIII— NUMBERED  LINES  IN  INK-PRINT  TEXT 

§25.  Prose:  When  lines  of  prose  are  numbered  in  the  margin  in  ink  print,  every  ink-print  line  must  be  numbered  in  braille. 

a.  The  line  number  should  be  shown  in  the  last  cells  of  the  braille  line  in  which  a new  ink-print  line  begins,  even  though  the 
ink-print  number  is  shown  in  the  left-hand  margin.  If  an  ink-print  line  requires  more  than  one  braille  line,  do  not  repeat  the  line 
number. 

b.  The  line  number  should  be  written  without  a number  sign.  All  lines  of  text  should  end  at  least  two  cells  before  the  beginning 
of  the  line  numbers,  whether  or  not  a line  number  appears  at  the  end  of  the  braille  line. 

c.  When  an  ink-print  line  begins  within  a braille  line,  it  should  be  preceded  by  three  blank  cells,  with  the  corresponding  number 
of  the  new  ink-print  line  inserted  at  the  end  of  the  braille  line. 

d.  When  two  ink-print  lines  could  be  started  on  the  same  braille  line,  the  braille  line  of  text  should  be  terminated  at  the  end  of  the 
first  line  of  print,  and  the  second  ink-print  line  should  begin  at  the  margin  of  the  next  braille  line. 

e.  No  text  should  appear  on  any  line  containing  an  ink-print  or  braille  page  number,  except  for  footnotes. 

f.  When  a word  is  divided  at  the  end  of  the  line  in  ink  print,  this  division  should  be  shown  in  braille. 

Example 

“There  are  more  things  to  find  out  about  in  this 
95  house,”  he  said  to  himself,  “than  all  my  family 
could  find  out  in  all  their  lives.  I shall  certain- 


ly 

stay  and  find  out. 
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§26.  Poetry:  When  lines  of  poetry  are  numbered  in  the  margin  in  ink  print,  only  the  line  numbers  appearing  in  the  ink-print  text 
should  be  indicated  in  braille. 

a.  The  format  of  poetry  should  be  maintained,  and  the  line  number  should  be  written  in  the  last  cells  of  the  braille  line  in  which  a 
new  numbered  ink-print  line  begins. 

b.  The  line  number  should  be  written  without  a number  sign.  All  braille  lines  should  end  at  least  two  cells  before  the  beginning 
of  the  ink-print  line  number,  whether  or  not  a number  actually  appears  on  the  line. 

c.  No  text  should  appear  on  any  line  containing  an  ink-print  or  braille  page  number,  except  for  footnotes. 

Example

RULE  IX— INTENTIONAL  ERRORS  IN  INK-PRINT  COPY 


§27.  Intentional  errors  in  spelling,  punctuation,  and  grammar  should  be  transcribed  exactly  as  they  appear  in  the  ink-print  text,  and 
the  transcription  should  conform  to  correct  braille  usage.  Ex :

RULE  X— BLANKS;  INSERTIONS;  CROSSED-OUT  LETTERS  OR  WORDS 
§28.  Blanks  and  Insertions: 

a.  Lines  Representing  Omitted  Whole  Words  should  be  treated  as  follows:

RULE  XI— SYMBOLS  OF  ENCLOSURE  OR  BONDING 
(Double  and  Single  Quotation  Marks;  Parentheses;  Square  Brackets; 

Angle  Brackets;  Braces;  Vinculum) 

§30.  Symbols  of  Enclosure  or  Bonding  are  of  many  types,  some  of  which  are  used  only  in  material  written  in  linear  form,  while 
others  are  used  to  enclose  material  presented  either  linearly  or  spatially.  The  most  common  are  the  double  and  single  quotation  marks  and 
the  parentheses,  which  are  always  used  linearly.  Other  signs  which  may  be  encountered  in  textbooks  are  as  follows: 

a.  Square  Brackets.  These  symbols  are  used  both  linearly  and  spatially. 

(1)  Linear:  When  these  signs  are  used  linearly,  they  should  be  represented  in  braille  as  follows:

RULE  XII— COLUMNED  MATERIALS 

§31.  While  it  is  impossible  to  give  explicit  directions  for  the  presentation  in  braille  of  all  types  of  columned  materials,  suggested 
format  is  given  below  for  a few  of  the  more  common  types.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  examples  given  that  editing  will  often  be  required  by 
the  transcriber  in  order  to  make  a clear  presentation.  Careful  attention  should  be  given  to  the  preparation  of  the  Transcriber’s  Notes 
explaining  necessary  changes  in  format  and  directions. 

a.  Unless  otherwise  directed,  the  transcriber  should  always  assume  that  material  to  be  embossed  is  permanent  in  nature,  and 
that  students  should  not  write  in  the  book.  This  will  require  editing  of  the  instructions  contained  in  the  ink-print  copy  and  the  addition 
of  directions  to  the  student  to  write  any  answers  on  a separate  sheet  of  paper. 

(1)  When  parentheses  are  used  in  ink  print  to  enclose  numbers  or  letters  of  answer  choices,  use  them  also  in  braille,  except 
in  the  case  of  True-False  tests  (see  Rule  XV,  §35f  (2)  (d) .) 

(2)  Always  begin  the  question  or  answer  choice  on  the  same  braille  line  with  its  number  or  letter. 

(3)  In  test  materials,  if  the  questions  and  answers  are  numbered  and/or  lettered  in  ink  print,  they  should  also  be  numbered 
and  lettered  in  braille.  However,  if  the  questions  and  answer  choices  are  not  numbered  and  lettered  in  the  ink-print  copy,  the  questions 
should  be  numbered  and  the  answers  lettered  in  braille.  Directions  should  be  given  to  the  student  to  write  the  number  of  the  question 
followed  by  the  letter  of  his  answer  choice  on  a separate  sheet.  A transcriber’s  note  should  be  inserted  before  the  exercise  to  alert  the 
student  to  the  insertion  of  letters  and  numbers  not  found  in  the  ink-print  copy.  (See  also  Rule  XV.) 

(4)  When  lines  appear  in  the  ink  print  before  questions  designed  to  be  filled  in  with  the  answer  choice  in  pencil,  such  lines 
should  be  omitted  in  braille,  and  the  wording  of  the  directions  to  the  student  should  be  changed  as  noted  in  the  various  examples  in  §32. 
However,  double  dashes  should  be  included  to  indicate  all  other  blanks  to  be  filled  in  as  answers  and  questions. 

b.  If  the  material  is  to  be  considered  expendable,  a transcriber’s  note  should  be  inserted  giving  explicit  directions  as  to  whether 
the  answers  are  to  be  written  in  the  book  itself  or  whether  answer  choices  are  to  be  underscored. 
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(1)  If  the  student  is  permitted  to  write  his  answers  in  the  book,  sufficient  blank  space  should  be  provided  for  this  purpose. 

(2)  If  the  student  is  directed  to  underscore  his  answer  choices,  a blank  line  should  be  left  below  each  line  of  answer  choices. 
(See  Rule  XV.) 

§32.  Directions  for  Brailling  Columned  Material: 

a.  Two  or  More  Columns  Having  Items  Related  Directly  to  Each  Other,  Line-by-Line: 

(1)  Materials  for  Study:  Begin  each  item  in  the  first  column  at  the  margin,  each  item  in  the  second  column  in  cell  3,  each 
item  in  the  third  column  in  cell  5,  etc.  All  runovers  should  start  in  the  same  cell  as  the  beginning  of  the  item  of  the  respective  column, 
i.e.,  blocked  form.  The  transcriber  should  insert  an  appropriate  note  explaining  the  change  from  the  ink-print  format.

§33.  If  an  index  is  set  up  in  two  or  more  columns,  disregard  the  ink-print  format  and  present  the  material  alphabetically  in  single- 
column format  in  braille. 

a.  All  entry  words  should  start  at  the  margin,  and  all  subentries  in  cell  5.  All  runovers  should  begin  in  cell  3. 

b.  Disregard  the  use  of  italics,  boldface  type,  etc,  in  entry  words. 

c.  Italics  appearing  in  other  than  entry  words  should  be  omitted,  except  when  they  are  necessary  for  emphasis  or  distinction. 

Where  it  is  necessary  to  show  both  italics  and  boldface  types,  the  italic  sign  should  be  used  for  the  ink-print  italics  and  the  double  capital 

sign  for  the  boldface  type.

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RULE  XV— TEST  MATERIALS 

§35.  Test  Materials  should  be  transcribed  in  such  a way  that  there  will  be  a minimum  of  time  lost  in  reading.  In  addition  to  the 
following  usages,  see  also  Rule  XII — Columned  Materials. 

a.  Begin  each  test  on  a new  braille  page. 

b.  Begin  each  item  of  a test  on  a new  braille  line. 

c.  Do  not  divide  words  at  the  ends  of  lines. 


d.  In  so  far  as  possible,  avoid  carrying  parts  of  questions  over  to  another  braille  page.  If  a question  is  too  long  to  be  completed 
on  one  braille  page,  without  undue  waste  of  space,  divide  the  question  at  a logical  break  in  thought  which  will  minimize  referring  back 
and  forth  between  the  braille  pages. 

e.  In  tests  which  direct  that  answers  be  written  on  a separate  sheet,  list  all  answer  choices  in  column  form,  with  all  runovers 
starting  in  cell  3. 


f.  In  tests  employing  the  underscoring  method: 

(1)  In  permanently  bound  texts,  the  ink-print  copy  should  be  followed  as  to  spacing  and  column  form,  in  so  far  as  possible, 
and  directions  should  be  inserted  for  writing  the  answers  separately,  in  order  not  to  mutilate  the  text. 

(2)  In  test  materials  intended  for  one-time  use: 


(a)  Leave  a blank  line  below  each  line  of  answer  choices. 

(b)  If  the  answer  choices  are  short,  they  may  be  written  across  the  page,  with  three  blank  spaces  between  the  items. 
If  an  answer  choice  can  be  contained  on  one  braille  line,  do  not  divide  it  between  two  braille  lines,  even  if  this  means  leaving  the 
previous  line  short. 

(c)  If  any  answer  choice  of  a group  requires  more  than  one  braille  line,  each  item  in  the  group  should  be  started  on  a 
separate  line,  with  all  runovers  indented  two  spaces. 

(d)  In  True-False  tests  (which  are  designed  for  underscoring),  leave  one  blank  line  between  questions.  Write  the 
question  first,  followed  by  “t”  and  “f”  separated  from  the  question  and  from  each  other  by  three  blank  cells.  The  letter  sign  should 
precede  the  “t”  and  “f”,  but  the  parentheses  and  capital  signs  should  be  omitted.  There  should  be  at  least  one  word  of  the  question 
on  the  braille  line  with  the  “t”  and  the  “f”. 


g.  In  presenting  numbered  items  in  tests,  exercises,  drills,  reviews,  and  the  like,  the  number  of  each  item  should  begin  in  the  first 
cell,  with  all  runovers  beginning  in  cell  3,  regardless  of  the  format  of  the  ink-print  copy. 

RULE  XVI— PLAYS 

§36.  In  presenting  plays,  the  following  format  should  be  used: 

a.  Stage  Directions: 

(1)  Italics  should  be  omitted  from  all  stage  directions,  settings,  etc.,  and  parentheses  should  be  substituted  for  all  brackets 
found  in  the  ink-print  copy.  If  stage  directions  appear  in  italics,  omit  the  italics  and  enclose  the  stage  directions  in  parentheses. 

(2)  Stage  settings  of  scenes  should  be  written  in  paragraph  form,  and  should  be  separated  from  the  material  that  follows  by 
a blank  line. 

(3)  Stage  directions  which  are  set  apart  from  the  dialogue  should  be  written  in  block  form,  beginning  in  cell  5.  However, 
stage  directions  occurring  within  dialogue  should  be  written  within  the  body  of  the  dialogue. 

b.  Characters: 


(1)  The  names  of  all  characters  should  begin  at  the  margin,  and  should  be  followed  by  a period, 
on  the  same  line,  and  all  runovers  of  dialogue  should  begin  in  cell  3.  Never  center  names  of  characters. 


The  dialogue  should  begin 
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(2)  Omit  italics  in  names  of  characters  introducing  dialogue,  but  include  them  where  they  appear  in  dialogue  for  voice 
emphasis.  Use  only  the  single  capital  sign  before  all  names  of  characters. 

c.  Each  act,  as  well  as  the  list  of  characters,  should  always  begin  a new  braille  page. 

d.  Poetry:  Where  plays  are  printed  in  poetic  form,  begin  the  first  line  of  dialogue  on  the  same  line  with  the  name  of  the  speaker, 
after  the  period.  To  preserve  the  poetic  form,  all  other  lines  of  poetry  should  begin  in  cell  3,  and  all  runovers  should  begin  in  cell  5. 

e.  For  numbered  lines  in  the  ink-print  text,  follow  the  directions  given  in  Rule  VIII,  §25  and  §26,  for  prose  and  poetry  respectively. 

RULE  XVII— POETRY 


§37.  Poetry: 

a.  Each  line  of  poetry,  regardless  of  where  it  starts  on  the  ink-print  line,  should  start  in  the  first  cell  of  a new  line  of  braille,  and 
all  runovers  should  begin  in  cell  3.  A blank  line  should  be  left  before  and  after  each  stanza.  Numbered  lines  of  poetry  should  be 
transcribed  according  to  the  directions  given  in  Rule  VIII,  §26. 

b.  Poetry  Written  in  the  Form  of  Prose: 

(1)  Unnumbered  Lines:  When  poetry  is  written  in  the  form  of  prose,  with  a diagonal  stroke  indicating  the  ends  of  lines, 

each  stanza  should  begin  in  cell  3 of  a new  braille  line.  The  poetry-line  sign  ; • (dots  3-4-5),  preceded  and  followed  by  a space,  should

be  substituted  for  the  diagonal  stroke.  The  end-of-poetry  sign  ; • ; • (dots  3-4-5,  3-4-5)  should  be  placed  one  space  after  the  last  word

of  the  poem.  Since  the  poetry-line  sign  and  the  end-of-poetry  sign  must  not  stand  alone  on  a new  braille  line,  the  last  word,  or  portion 
thereof,  must  be  carried  over  to  the  next  line. 

(2)  Numbered  Lines:  When  the  ink-print  lines  are  numbered,  follow  the  usage  for  the  poetry-line  sign  as  shown  in  §(1) 

above.  In  addition,  follow  the  rules  for  numbered  lines  of  prose  given  in  Rule  VIII,  §25. 


§38.  Scansion  and  Stress  (See  also  Appendix  E,  §10a-b,  page  147) :

RULE  XVIII— TABULAR  MATERIAL 

§39.  Tabular  Material  should  be  reproduced  wherever  possible.  (See  also  Rule  XII,  §32,  page  32). 

a.  Placement : 


(1)  If  a table  can  be  completed  on  the  same  braille  page  where  it  would  normally  follow  in  context,  do  not  place  it  on  a 
separate  braille  page. 


(2)  If  the  usefulness  of  a table  would  not  be  impaired  by  continuing  it  on  another  braille  page,  the  table  should  follow  in 
context.  However,  a paragraph  should  be  completed  before  inserting  the  table.  In  continuing  the  table  on  succeeding  pages,  the  column 
headings  should  be  repeated  on  each  new  braille  page. 

(3)  If  it  is  necessary  for  clarity  to  separate  a table  from  context  and  emboss  it  on  a separate  page  or  pages,  reference  to  its 
placement  should  be  inserted  in  the  text.  Continue  the  text  of  the  ink-print  page  only  to  the  end  of  the  braille  page.  Do  not  start  a new 
ink-print  page  before  inserting  the  table.  Continue  text  on  a new  braille  page  following  the  table. 


b.  If  a table  is  short,  and  can  be  reproduced  in  the  same  columned  form  as  in  ink  print,  follow  copy.  (EXCEPTION : Where  in  ink 
print  the  material  is  centered  within  columns,  it  should  be  left- justified  in  braille.)  In  setting  up  a table  in  columned  form,  observe  the 
following : 


(1)  Leave  a blank  line  preceding  and  following  the  title  of  the  table. 

(2)  Horizontal  Lines:  Both  the  heavy  (sometimes  double)  and  the  lighter  horizontal  lines  should  always  be  reproduced  in 
braille.  The  heavy  lines  should  be  represented  by  a row  of  dots  2-3-5-6  and  the  lighter  lines  by  a row  of  dots  2-5.  No  blank  lines  should  be 
left  between  the  horizontal  lines  and  the  material  which  precedes  or  follows  them,  except  that  a blank  line  should  be  left  both  before  the 
first  and  after  the  last  horizontal  line  of  a table. 

(3)  Perpendicular  Lines  of  tables  should  not  be  shown  in  braille.  Leave  two  clear  spaces  between  columns.  Long  headings 
or  items  in  columns  may  be  written  on  two  or  more  braille  lines  to  conform  to  the  column  structure,  with  all  runovers  being  indented  one 
cell. 

(4)  Condense  and  abbreviate  column  headings  as  necessary. 
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(5)  Integral  numbers  should  not  be  divided  into  two  lines,  unless  they  would  occupy  more  than  seven  braille  cells,  including 
commas  and  decimal  points. 

(6)  Insert  dashes  (dots  3-6,  3-6)  in  columns  to  indicate  blanks  or  omissions  in  the  ink-print  table. 

(7)  Insert  the  ditto  sign  ; ^ ^ ; (dots  5,  2)  where  this  sign  appears  in  ink  print. 

(8)  Insert  leaders  (guidelines  of  dot  5),  preceded  and  followed  by  a space,  if  there  are  wide  spaces  between  columns  to  aid  the 
reader  in  following  the  braille  lines  across  the  page  from  column  to  column. 

(9)  Footnotes  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  table  and  should  be  presented  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  Rule  VI. 

(10)  The  top  and  bottom  lines  of  the  braille  page  (containing,  respectively,  the  ink-print  and  running  braille  page  numbers) 
should  not  contain  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  table  or  the  horizontal  lines.  However,  the  heading  of  a table  may  appear  on  the  first  line 
with  the  ink-print  page  number,  with  the  usual  three  clear  spaces  being  left  between  the  last  word  of  the  heading  and  the  number. 

(11)  If  a table  must  be  continued  on  a succeeding  page  or  pages,  the  title  of  the  table  must  be  repeated  at  the  top  of  each 
braille  page  (abbreviated  if  necessary),  followed  by  “Cont.”  in  parentheses.  The  horizontal  rulings  and  headings  of  each  column  should  be 
repeated  in  the  same  manner  as  on  the  first  braille  page  of  the  table.

(12)  Sometimes  it  is  feasible  to  emboss  a table  in  tabular  form  on  two  facing  braille  pages.  This  would  require  the  following 

procedures : 

(a)  In  one-side  embossing,  the  front  of  the  left-hand  page  must  contain  only  the  ink-print  and  running  braille  page 
numbers.  The  sheet  must  then  be  reversed,  and  the  margins  adjusted,  so  that  the  narrow  margin  is  at  the  beginning  of  the  line 
and  the  wide  binding-margin  at  the  end  of  the  line. 

(b)  At  the  top  of  the  reversed  sheet  insert  the  title  of  the  table.  Then  insert  the  following  note,  which  should  be 
preceded  and  followed  by  a blank  line: 

Read  this  table  across  facing  pages. 

Then  begin  the  left-hand  portion  of  the  table,  following  the  procedures  set  forth  in  §39  b(l)-(ll)  above. 
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(c)  Before  starting  the  right-hand  page,  readjust  the  margins  to  the  usual  position.  This  page  should  contain  both  the 
ink-print  and  running  braille  page  numbers  in  their  customary  positions.  The  right-hand  portion  of  the  table  should  be  continued 
line-for-line  with  the  corresponding  left-hand  portion,  so  that  the  lines  can  be  read  across  the  two  facing  pages. 

(d)  Do  not  put  any  information  from  the  table,  including  horizontal  lines,  on  the  last  line  of  either  the  left-  or  right- 
hand  page,  since  these  lines  must  be  reserved  for  the  running  braille  page  number. 

(e)  If  such  a table  is  not  completed  in  the  first  set  of  two  facing  braille  pages,  it  should  be  continued  in  like  manner  on 
succeeding  facing  pages.  However,  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  the  note  on  the  left-hand  page  of  succeeding  pages  (see  (b) 
above) . 

c.  If  a table  is  too  wide  to  fit  into  the  braille  line  in  columned  form,  and  does  not  lend  itself  to  being  embossed  on  facing  braille 
pages,  the  material  can  be  written  in  linear  form.  If  it  would  not  interfere  with  the  context,  the  table  should  be  inserted  after  a paragraph, 
with  a blank  line  preceding  and  following  it.  It  may  be  continued  from  one  braille  page  to  another.  If  the  table  would  interfere  with 
context,  it  should  be  placed  on  a separate  page  or  pages,  in  accordance  with  §39a(3).  In  embossing  a table  in  linear  form,  observe  the 
following: 

(1)  Leave  a blank  line  after  the  title  of  the  table. 

(2)  Indent  two  spaces  and  insert  a note  similar  to  the  following: 

Note:  In  this  table,  the  columns  follow  each  other  in  this  order:  Heading  of  Column  1,  followed  by  a colon;  then 
the  headings  of  Columns  2,  3,  4,  etc.,  each  followed  by  a semicolon,  except  for  the  last  which  is  followed  by  a period. 

(3)  Leave  a blank  line  after  the  note.  Begin  the  table  at  the  margin  with  the  information  from  the  first  line  of  the  first 
column,  followed  by  a colon.  Continue  on  the  same  braille  line  with  the  information  on  the  same  ink-print  line  from  subsequent  columns, 
punctuated  as  indicated  in  the  note  in  §(2)  above.  All  runovers  should  start  in  cell  3. 

(4)  The  same  format  should  be  used  for  all  succeeding  ink-print  lines  of  the  table,  with  the  information  from  the  first  column 
always  starting  at  the  margin. 

(5)  Always  repeat  the  dollar  sign,  per  cent  sign,  year,  bushels,  etc.,  for  each  term  in  each  column. 

(6)  If  there  are  blanks  or  dashes  in  the  ink-print  table,  indicating  omissions  or  lack  of  information,  a dash  (dots  3-6,  3-6), 
followed  by  a semicolon,  should  be  inserted  in  braille,  so  that  the  braille  line  will  follow  the  columns  in  consecutive  order. 

(7)  Footnotes  to  tables  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  table  and  should  be  presented  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of 

Rule  VI.

RULE  XIX— CODING 


§40.  Since  there  are  many  kinds  of  codes,  each  type  raising  a different  embossing  problem,  the  following  suggestions  should  be 
used  as  guide  lines: 

a.  Keys  to  Codes:  In  writing  keys,  a dash  (dots  3-6,  3-6)  should  be  substituted  for  the  blank  space,  the  equal  sign,  or  any  other 
symbol  used  in  the  ink-print  copy  to  connect  an  alphabet  letter  or  a number  with  its  corresponding  representation.  All  capital  signs  should 
be  omitted,  but  letter  signs  should  be  used.  Ex:

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RULE  XX— WRITTEN  SYSTEMS  OF  PRONUNCIATION 


§41.  Written  systems  for  the  representation  of  the  sounds  of  human  speech,  i.e.,  pronunciation,  will  be  found  throughout  textbooks. 
They  should  be  reproduced  in  braille  if  there  is  a braille  code  available  to  represent  the  particular  ink-print  code  used.  If  there  is  no  braille 
code,  all  pronunciation  should  be  omitted.  (See  also  Appendix  D — Glossaries  and  Dictionaries). 

a.  The  most  common  systems  of  pronunciation  which  will  be  encountered  are: 

Simple  Respelling 

Diacritics.  (Lexicographers  differ  widely  in  their  use  of  diacritical  markings,  not  only  using  the  same  sign  for  different  sounds, 
but  different  markings  for  the  same  sound.  Transcribers,  therefore,  must  be  alert  to  the  uses  of  the  particular  system  of 
diacritics  followed  in  setting  forth  pronunciation  in  any  textbook  they  emboss.  Tables  of  braille  symbols  of  pronunciation, 
as  well  as  rules  of  usage  and  format,  are  provided  below  for  several  well-known  dictionaries  (see  §§43-49).) 

Phonetics 

The  tables  of  symbols  and/or  rules  of  usage  for  several  such  systems  are  presented  in  §§43-50  below. 

b.  A complete  list  of  the  table  of  symbols,  but  not  the  rules  of  usage,  should  always  be  included  in  the  preliminary  pages  of  each 
volume  of  a braille  text  in  which  they  are  employed.  If  the  complete  list  of  symbols  of  a particular  system  is  not  used  in  the  text  being 
embossed,  only  those  signs  which  appear  need  be  included  in  the  table.  When  a letter  and  its  pronunciation  symbol  appears  alone  in 
descriptive  material  in  keys,  the  letter  should  be  preceded  by  the  appropriate  pronunciation  indicator,  and  the  letter  sign  should  be 
omitted. 

c.  W'hen,  in  ink  print,  pronunciation  is  enclosed  in  parentheses,  brackets,  reversed  bars,  etc.,  the  braille  equivalents  of  these  signs 
should  be  used. 

d.  Variations  in  Pronunciations:  Because  lexicographers  disagree  as  to  the  exact  pronunciation  of  many  words,  discrepancies  may 
be  found  between  the  pronunciations  and  syllable  divisions  employed  in  the  text  being  embossed  and  those  in  the  dictionary  being  used  as 
a guide  for  braiding.  In  such  instances,  follow  the  copy  in  the  text  being  embossed. 

§42.  Simple  Respelling:  If  simple  respelling  is  used  in  the  ink-print  text,  follow  copy.  If  stress  marks  and  syllable  divisions  are 

also  shown,  use  the  signs  and  rules  of  usage  provided  for  them  in  the  Diacritic  Code  presented  in  §43. 

§43.  Diacritics,  Traditional  System  (based  on  Webster’s  New  International  Dictionary,  Second  Edition,  and  its  various 
abridgements) : The  following  braille  code,  and  its  rules  of  usage,  should  be  followed  in  the  braiding  of  pronunciations  found  in  textbooks, 
glossaries  and  dictionaries  which  employ  the  symbols  and  usages  of  the  above  dictionary.  For  symbols  and  usages  employed  in  other 
dictionaries,  see  §§44-49.  (See  also  Appendix  D — Glossaries  and  Dictionaries,  §§1-2.)

(2)  Boldface  Numbers  and  Letters  in  Definitions  should  be  written  without  italics,  but  periods  should  be  inserted  immedi- 
ately following  them,  whether  or  not  the  periods  appear  in  ink  print. 

(3)  Lightface  (Regular)  Numbers  and  Letters  in  Parentheses  in  Definitions  should  be  written  as  presented  in  the  ink-print 

copy. 

(4)  Capital  Letters  in  Etymologies  should  be  written  in  accordance  with  the  ink-print  copy. 

(5)  Words  Written  in  Small  Capital  Letters  in  definitions,  lists  of  synonyms,  etc.,  should  be  preceded  by  a double  capital  sign 

in  braille. 

(6)  Italics:  The  italics  used  in  dictionaries  should  always  be  reproduced  in  braille  except  in  writing  abbreviations  for  parts 
of  speech,  etc.  In  such  cases,  the  italics  should  be  ignored,  but  the  abbreviation  should  be  followed  by  a period,  whether  or  not  the  period 
appears  in  ink  print. 

(7)  Synonyms  should  always  start  in  cell  5,  with  runovers  beginning  in  cell  3.  Do  not  italicize  the  abbreviation  for 
“synonym,”  but  insert  a period  following  it. 

§50.  Phonetics:  The  following  braille  code  should  be  used  for  the  representation  of  the  phonetic  symbols  of  the  International 
Phonetic  Association  (IPA)  found  in  textbooks,  glossaries,  and  dictionaries.  It  is  based  on  the  system  of  phonetics  set  forth  in  The 
Principles  of  The  International  Phonetic  Association  (London:  1949;  reprinted  1964)  and  the  International  Phonetic  Alpha- 
bet (London:  revised  to  1951),  both  published  by  the  International  Phonetic  Association  (IPA).  The  braille  symbols,  with  certain 
changes  and  additions,  have  been  taken  from  A Braille  Notation  of  the  International  Phonetic  Alphabet,  by  W.  Percy  Merrick 
and  W.  Potthoff,  Ph.D.  (Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  London:  1932;  revised  1948). 

Since  there  are  many  systems  of  ink-print  phonetic  notation  other  than  the  International  Phonetic  Association  Alphabet,  based  on 
varying  philosophies  of  presentation  and  authors’  preferences,  it  will  be  necessary  to  correlate  the  following  code  with  other  phonetic 
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systems  of  notation.  Therefore,  when  a phonetic  code  is  to  be  transcribed  which  does  not  conform  to  that  of  IPA,  specific  instructions 
must  be  obtained  from  the  author  of  the  text  involved  or  other  phonetic  expert. 

a.  General  Directions:  In  addition  to  the  braille  representation  of  phonetic  symbols  set  forth  in  sub-sections  b-d  below,  the  fol- 

lowing braille  symbols  and  rules  of  usage  should  be  observed : 


(1)  Braille  Phonetic  Indicator: 

(a)  In  ink  print,  phonetic  symbols  are  usually  set  off  from  non-phonetic  text  by  square  brackets.  In  braille,  the 
phonetic  indicator  ##  (dots  2-5,  2-5)  must  always  enclose  any  phonetic  symbol,  word,  or  passage  represented  in  phonetic 

form,  whether  or  not  the  ink-print  brackets  are  present.

(b)  In  the  case  of  long  phonetic  passages,  comprising  more  than  one  paragraph,  the  braille  phonetic  indicator  should 
begin  each  paragraph,  but  follow  the  last  paragraph  only. 


(2)  Punctuation  Signs;  Punctuation  Indicator: 


(a)  If  punctuation  signs  appear  in  phonetic  transcriptions  in  ink  print,  they  should  be  used  in  braille,  without  a space 
between  them  and  the  phonetic  transcription  (see  (b)  below).

(3)  Spacing:  All  braille  phonetic  symbols  should  be  spaced  in  accordance  with  the  ink-print  copy. 

(4)  All  words  or  part  words  employing  phonetic  symbols  must  be  written  in  uncontracted  braille. 
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(5)  In  transcribing  explanations  of  phonetic  pronunciations  in  foreign  language  grammars,  dictionaries,  etc.,  be  sure  to  ob- 
serve the  following: 

(a)  All  single  letters  which  represent  the  sounds  of  a Roman  alphabet  should  be  preceded  by  the  letter  sign,  and  the 
foreign  accented  letter  symbols  should  be  used. 

(b)  All  single  letters  or  words  of  non-Roman  languages  should  be  preceded  by  dot  2. 

(c)  All  single  letters  or  words  representing  phonetic  sounds  must  be  preceded  and  followed  by  the  phonetic  indicator, 
dots  2-5,  2-5. 


(6)  Division  of  Words:  Words  written  in  phonetic  form  should  not  be  divided  at  the  end  of  the  line  except  between 

syllables.  The  hyphen,  preceded  by  dot  6,  should  follow  without  a space  the  last  syllable  on  the  line. 

(7)  In  many  instances,  the  IPA  system  of  phonetics  provides  more  than  one  ink-print  symbol  (including  digraphs)  for  the 
representation  of  the  same  sound.  The  transcriber  should  always  reproduce  the  exact  symbology  found  in  the  ink-print  copy.

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APPENDICES 

Most  of  the  problems  encountered  in  the  embossing  of  special  types  of  materials  are  dealt  with  in  the  General  Rules  for  the 
Transcription  of  Textbooks.  However,  certain  materials  present  problems  which  require  special  treatment.  For  the  help  of  the  tran- 
scriber, the  following  appendices  offer  additional  instructions. 


APPENDIX  A— SPELLERS 


§1.  Since  the  blind  child  will  not  write  in  the  textbook  or  workbook,  do  not  provide  space  or  lines  for  this  purpose. 

§2.  All  references  to  cursive  or  other  types  of  handwriting  in  spellers  should  be  omitted  in  braille.  If  any  word  list  is  presented  in 
cursive  writing  only,  include  it  in  accordance  with  §8  below. 


§3.  When  the  instructions  refer  to  silent  or  omitted  letters,  follow  the  instruction  for  crossed-out  letters  given  in  §29  of  the  rules. 
§4.  For  the  presentation  of  an  omitted  word,  refer  to  §28  of  the  rules. 

§5.  Words  should  be  written  in  full  spelling  when  the  instructions  to  the  student  call  attention  to  a specific  letter  or  letter  combina- 
tions within  the  words.  Do  not  attempt  to  reproduce  italics  or  other  forms  of  special  type  for  whole  words.  Ex:

§9.  If  omitted  letters  are  shown  by  hyphens  or  dots,  the  equivalent  number  of  hyphens  should  be  used,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
word  should  be  written  in  uncontracted  braille. 

§10.  Blank  lines  for  writing  answers  should  be  omitted.  However,  when  the  number  of  blanks  is  a clue  to  the  number  to  be  filled  in, 
and  there  is  no  mention  of  this  number  in  the  ink-print  instructions,  the  number  should  be  inserted  in  parentheses  immediately  following 
the  instructions.

APPENDIX  B— GRAMMARS 

§1.  Diagramming  of  Sentences:  Ink-print  texts  employ  a variety  of  methods  to  indicate  parts  of  speech  and  other  elements  of 

grammar.  These  methods  may  be  divided  into  two  types  — spatial  and  linear.  Spatial  diagramming  is  done  primarily  by  the  use  of  lines 
with  the  wording  written  either  above  or  along  the  lines  of  the  diagram.  In  linear  diagramming,  the  parts  of  speech,  etc.,  are  indicated 
through  underscoring  (usually  straight  or  wavy  lines,  often  in  various  colors),  words  or  abbreviations  in  small  type  above  or  below  a part 
of  a sentence,  arrows,  check  marks,  stars,  parentheses,  square  brackets,  angle  brackets,  etc. 


a.  Spatial  Diagramming: 

(1)  Whether  special  tools,  a braillewriter,  or  a slate  are  used  for  drawing  the  lines,  the  following  procedures  should  be 
observed.  (Lines  drawn  by  special  tools  are  preferred.)  : 

(a)  All  slanted  or  vertical  ink-print  lines  should  appear  as  vertical  lines  on  the  embossed  diagram.  Follow  the  ink-print 

copy  so  that  vertical  lines  aways  extend  no  further  than  the  words  to  which  they  refer.  For  the  expression  of  predicate  nomina- 
tives, use  two  closely  spaced  vertical  lines.  If  the  diagram  is  being  transcribed  by  braillewriter  or  slate,  the  braille  sign  ••  (dots 
1-2-3-4-5-6)  should  be  used  to  indicate  the  vertical  predicate-nominative  line.  •• 

(b)  All  words  should  be  written  horizontally.  In  the  braille  diagram,  all  lines  should  be  either  horizontal  or  vertical 
( never  slanted) . Follow  ink-print  copy  for  placement  of  words. 

(c)  One  clear  space  (%  inch)  should  be  left  between  a vertical  line  and  a word  or  phrase. 

(d)  A long  word,  or  group  of  words,  shown  in  ink  print  along  a horizontal  line,  should  be  divided  into  two  or  more  very 

short  lines,  one  above  the  other,  in  order  to  conserve  horizontal  space.  When  a word  or  words  appear  along  a horizontal  line 
immediately  below  a word  written  along  a vertical  line,  the  word  or  words  on  the  horizontal  line  should  be  indented  one  space. 

(e)  Do  not  reproduce  such  embellishments  as  pedestals  for  vertical  lines,  but  draw  only  a simple  vertical  line. 

(f)  If  a diagram  must  be  broken  into  two  or  more  segments  because  of  insufficient  horizontal  space,  the  continuation 
symbol  JJ  JJ  (dots  1-2-3-4-5-6,  1-2-3-4-5-6)  should  be  placed,  unspaced,  at  the  end  of  the  interrupted  line,  and  also  immediately

before  the  continuing  line  of  the  next  segment.  Care  should  be  taken  to  break  the  diagram  at  a logical  point,  preferably  on  a 

horizontal  line,  to  avoid  beginning  the  next  segment  on  a different  level  of  the  diagram.  (See  Example  #1.) 
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(2)  If  a braillewriter  or  slate  is  used,  the  solid  horizontal  lines  should  be  represented  by  ••  (dots  1-4)  and  the  solid 

vertical  lines  by  •;  (dots  1-2-3).  Similarly,  broken  horizontal  lines  should  be  represented  by  •;  (dot  1)  and  broken  vertical  lines

by  ?;  (dots  1-3).  (Solid  vertical  lines  can  be  made  on  a braillewriter  by  moving  the  roller  to  the  middle  point  between  lines  and

striking  dot  1 when  embossing  toward  the  top  of  the  paper,  and  dot  3 when  embossing  toward  the  bottom.  Be  careful  to  avoid  frequent 
rolling  back  and  forth  of  the  paper  in  a braillewriter,  since  this  tends  to  produce  slippage.)

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b.  Linear  Diagramming — Whether  special  tools  or  a braillewriter  or  slate  are  used  for  drawing  the  lines,  always  follow  the  ink- 
print  copy  as  to  the  type  of  line  to  be  embossed,  and  for  placement  of  the  lines  above  or  below  the  braille  wording. 

(1)  Underscoring: 

(a)  Spacing: 

(i)  A line  should  be  skipped  after  any  sentence  containing  underscoring. 

(ii)  Sufficient  line-spacing  should  be  left  below  each  line  of  braille  to  allow  for  underscoring. 

(iii)  An  underscoring  line  must  not  be  shorter  than  three  cells,  and  five  if  a color  symbol  is  needed.  This  means 
that  a one-  or  two-cell  word  should  begin  above  the  first  cell  of  a three-cell  underscoring  (if  black)  or  a five-cell  underscoring  if 
it  is  necessary  to  include  a color  symbol  (see  § (b)  below).  The  underlining  must  begin  under  the  first  letter  of  a word,  regard- 
less of  whether  the  word  is  accompanied  by  punctuation  or  composition  signs.  For  a longer  word,  or  words  or  phrases,  the 
underscoring  line  must  be  of  the  same  number  of  cells  as  the  word,  words,  or  phrase,  and  the  color  symbol  must  extend  be- 
yond the  end  of  the  word  or  the  last  word  of  a phrase.  Any  word  which  follows  the  underscored  word  or  phrase  should  begin  on 
the  proper  braille  line  in  the  second  cell  after  the  end  of  the  underscore. 

(iv)  If  an  underscored  word  or  phrase  must  be  continued  to  another  braille  line,  a hyphen  should  follow  the 
interrupted  underscoring  line.  If  the  interrupted  underscoring  is  in  color,  the  color  symbol  must  immediately  precede  the 
hyphen  on  the  interrupted  underscoring  line  and  must  be  repeated  at  the  end  of  the  underscore. 

(v)  When  it  is  necessary  to  underline  a contracted  word  which  is  normally  joined  to  another  word,  and  which  is 
underlined  differently  from  the  word  to  which  it  would  be  joined,  the  words  must  not  be  written  together. 

(b)  Colored  Underscoring:  If  the  underscoring  lines  in  the  ink-print  text  are  colored,  the  appropriate  color  symbol 

from  the  list  below  should  be  placed,  without  a space,  at  the  end  of  the  underscoring  line.  In  accordance  with  the  principles  shown 
in  the  list,  other  color  symbols  may  be  devised  as  necessary.  Black,  of  course,  needs  no  color  symbol.  However,  if  the  underscoring 
is  in  a single  color  (other  than  black),  a transcriber’s  note  should  be  inserted  to  this  effect,  and  the  color  symbol  should  be  omitted.

(2)  Underscoring  of  Portions  of  Words:  When  a portion  of  a word  is  underscored,  the  same  braille  symbols  should  be  used 
as  for  underscoring  whole  words.  The  portion  of  the  word  to  be  underscored  should  always  be  preceded  and  followed  by  a hyphen,  and  the 
underscoring  line  should  extend  beneath  the  beginning  and  ending  hyphens.  If  the  underscoring  is  in  color,  the  underscoring  symbols 
should  immediately  follow  the  underscoring  line.  Words  should  be  spaced  so  that  the  color  underscoring  symbol  does  not  fall  under  a 
word  which  follows.  Ex :

(3)  Arrows:  Ink-print  texts  often  show  the  relationship  between  two  parts  of  a sentence  by  the  use  of  arrows,  appearing 
either  above  or  below  a portion  of  a sentence  and  pointing  either  to  the  right  or  to  the  left.

(b)  If  the  arrow  apears  above  a part  of  a sentence  in  ink  print,  the  beginning  of  the  shaft  of  the  arrow  above  the  line 
should  be  shown  by  the  symbol  ^ (dots  2-3-5-6)  placed  above  the  first  character  of  the  word  from  which  it  points;  if  below,  by 

• • 

the  symbol  ••  (dots  1-2-4-5)  placed  below  the  first  character  of  the  word  from  which  it  points.  If  the  arrow  appears  above 
the  word,  it  should  be  preceded  by  a blank  line ; if  the  arrow  is  below  the  word,  it  should  be  followed  by  a blank  line. 

(c)  If  there  is  underscoring  of  any  of  the  words  to  which  the  arrow  relates,  the  arrow  must  be  placed  above  the  words 
and  should  point  to  the  beginning  of  the  word  or  the  first  of  the  underscored  phrase  of  two  or  more  words ; otherwise,  follow  the 
ink-print  copy  for  the  position  of  the  arrow. 


(d)  An  arrow  that  cannot  be  confined  to  one  braille  line  is  not  effective.  Therefore,  omit  all  such  arrows  and  insert  a 
transcriber’s  note  explaining  that,  in  the  ink-print,  an  arrow  leads  from  the  word  — to  the  word  — , etc.  However,  by 
rearranging  the  layout  of  the  words  of  the  sentence,  it  is  often  possible  to  emboss  on  one  line  the  entire  part  of  the  sentence 
involving  the  arrow.  (See  Example  #7,  page  106.) 


(e)  Boxed  Words  with  Arrows:  Ink-print  texts  may  often  show  the  relationship  of  a boxed  word  or  group  of  words  to 
another  part  of  the  sentence  by  means  of  an  arrow.  In  such  cases,  omit  the  box  and  enclose  the  boxed  material  in  linear  braces.  A 
transcriber's  note  should  be  inserted  to  explain  the  use  of  linear  braces  in  place  of  the  box.  See  Example  #8,  page  107.)

(4)  Words  or  Abbreviations  in  Small  Type,  which  appear  above  or  below  words  in  sentences  in  the  ink-print  text,  should  be 
inserted  in  parentheses  following  the  words  to  which  they  apply. 

(5)  Stars  which  appear  above  or  below,  or  after  or  before,  words  in  sentences  in  the  ink-print  text  should  be  inserted  follow- 

ing the  words  to  which  they  apply.  Each  star  should  be  preceded  and  followed  by  a space.  (See  §16.) 

(6)  Where  parentheses  or  brackets  appear  in  the  copy  to  set  off  words,  follow  the  ink-print  text. 

(7)  For  other  marks  for  which  there  are  no  braille  symbols,  the  quotation  marks  (double  and/or  single),  italics,  and  double 

capital  signs  may  be  substituted,  with  a transcriber’s  note  to  explain  their  use. 


§2.  Conjugations;  Declensions;  Genders;  Singular  and  Plural  Forms;  Comparatives:  Such  material  is  generally  presented  in 

column  form  and  is  found  in  varying  degrees  in  grammars  for  all  languages  (see  Rule  XII).  Decision  as  to  order  of  presentation  will  often 
have  to  be  determined,  not  only  by  the  requirements  of  the  particular  language  involved,  but  also  by  the  format  of  the  text.  It  will  be 
necessary,  therefore,  for  the  transcriber  to  exercise  judgment  in  putting  the  material  into  braille. 

a.  The  transcriber  will  find  difficulty  in  reproducing  the  ink-print  copy  in  the  cases  of  conjugations  and  declensions  (see  §b 
below) . In  most  other  instances,  the  material  will  be  found  to  comprise  only  two  columns,  which  can  be  presented  by  putting  the  contents 
on  each  line  of  the  ink-print  columns  into  several  braille  lines.  Care  should  be  taken  to: 

(1)  Follow  the  paralleling  of  items  shown  horizontally  in  the  ink-print  copy,  i.e.,  always  begin  each  parallel  item  in  each 
column  on  the  same  line,  whether  or  not  in  braille  one  item  may  take  more  lines  than  the  other. 
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(2)  Always  line  up  columns  so  that  the  first  letters  or  braille  characters  of  each  column  are  always  directly  under  each  other. 
The  first  column  should  always  begin  at  the  margin,  except  when  stars  or  other  reference  marks  precede  some  of  the  words  in  that 
column.  (See  §8c,  Appendix  A — Spellers.)  When  it  is  necessary  to  employ  two  or  more  braille  lines  to  present  a single  item  within  a 
column,  always  indent  the  runovers  one  cell  from  the  beginning  margin  of  the  column. 

(3)  If  the  ink-print  copy  uses  uneven  left-hand  margins,  so  as  to  line  up  certain  words  within  a column,  disregard  this 
format,  and  block  the  left-hand  margin  of  each  column.  (See  Example  #3a,  pages  109-110.) 

(4)  Leave  two  clear  spaces  between  the  longest  item  in  a column  and  the  first  cell  of  the  next  column. 

(5)  Always  skip  lines  before  and  after  sets  of  columns.  No  line  should  be  skipped  following  the  centered  heading  appearing 
immediately  above  the  columned  material. 

(6)  If  the  material  is  presented  in  boxes,  follow  the  rules  for  boxes.  (See  Rule  VII,  §24.)  All  vertical  lines  within  boxes 
should  be  omitted. 

(7)  Do  not  split  sets  of  columns  or  boxes  between  braille  pages,  unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary.  For  the  sake  of  the  student, 
it  is  much  better  to  leave  a portion  of  a braille  page  blank,  in  order  to  complete  a set  of  columns  or  boxes  on  a single  braille  page. 

(8)  Do  not  attempt  to  reproduce  italics  or  other  forms  of  type  appearing  within  the  columns  in  ink  print. 


b.  When  it  is  necessary  to  rearrange  the  ink-print  copy  for  presentation  in  braille,  because  of  space  limitations,  the  transcriber 
should  examine  the  copy  to  determine  that  method  of  changing  the  format  which  will  least  disrupt  the  intention  of  the  author.  Thus: 

(1)  In  presenting  conjugations  in  ink  print,  often  both  the  active  and  passive  voices  within  a tense  are  presented  under  the 
various  moods,  and  each  voice  is  divided  into  the  singular  and  plural  forms  in  separate  columns,  thereby  requiring  four  columns  in  ink 
print.  In  braille: 


(a)  The  two  columns  of  the  passive  voice  may  be  written  under  those  of  the  active  voice,  with  lines  skipped  between 
the  two  sets  of  columns  (see  Example  3a,  pages  112-113) ; or 

(b)  The  plurals  of  each  voice  may  be  listed  immediately  under  the  singular  forms  in  the  same  column,  resulting  in  only 
two  columns  — active  voice  and  passive  voice,  with  the  individual  singular  and  plural  forms  paralleled  on  the  same  braille  lines. 
The  headings  “Singular”  and  “Plural”  should  be  omitted  in  such  format.  (See  Example  #3b,  pages  114-115.) 

(2)  In  foreign-language  grammars,  when  singular  and  plural  forms  for  a foreign  word  and  its  English  equivalents  are  set  up 
in  four  columns  which  cannot  fit  across  a single  braille  line,  follow  § (1 ) (b)  above,  inserting  the  plural  forms  under  the  singular  forms  in  a 
single  column,  resulting  in  only  two  columns  across  the  page — one  for  the  foreign  words,  and  one  for  their  English  equivalents.  (See 
Example  #2,  pages  109-111.) 

(3)  In  cases  where  comparisons  are  presented  for  the  same  forms  for  different  words,  it  is  usually  best  to  put  as  many 
columns  of  different  words  as  possible  across  the  page.  Insert  the  remaining  columns  of  different  words  under  the  first  set,  repeating  the 
necessary  top  and  left-hand  headings,  and  skip  a line  between  the  two  sets  of  columns.  (See  Example  #4,  pages  115-116.) 

(4)  The  declensions  of  adjectives  and  adverbs  in  Latin  grammars  show  not  only  the  singular  and  plural  forms  of  the  five 
cases,  but  also  the  three  genders  (masculine,  feminine  and  neuter).  The  three  columns  of  the  plural  forms  with  their  headings  should  be 
inserted  under  the  three  columns  of  singular  forms,  with  a line  skipped  between  the  sets  of  columns.  The  abbreviated  headings  for  the 
cases  should  be  repeated  in  a column  at  the  margin.  (See  Example  #4,  pages  115-116.)

§1.  Pronunciation:  For  the  writing  of  the  common  written  systems  of  pronunciation,  including  Simple  Respelling,  Diacritics,  and 
Phoenetics,  see  Rule  XX,  §41-50,  pages  48-82. 


§2.  Voice  Inflection:  It  is  generally  impossible  to  present  voice  inflection  spatially  in  a meaningful  manner  to  the  braille  reader. 
Therefore,  voice  inflection  must  always  be  presented  linearly,  by  using  the  following  signs,  with  a space  before  and  after  each,  preceding 
the  words  to  be  inflected.  These  signs  should  always  appear  in  the  List  of  Special  Symbols  at  the  front  of  each  volume  in  which  they  are 
used.

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APPENDIX  D— GLOSSARIES;  DICTIONARIES;  DICTIONARY  HELPS 


§1.  Glossaries:  It  will  be  found  that  the  manner  of  presentation  and  the  material  included  in  glossaries  will  vary  at  different 

grade  levels  and  in  accordance  with  the  design  of  the  author.  The  following  rules  should  be  used  as  guide  lines. 

a.  Entry  Words  should  start  at  the  margin  and  be  written  in  contracted  braille  without  showing  stress  marks  or  syllable  divi- 
sions. Boldface  type  should  be  ignored.  If  the  entry  word  shows  syllabication  and/or  stress,  or  if  it  contains  braille  contractions,  the 
word  should  be  rewritten  in  full  spelling,  showing  any  syllable  divisions  and  stress  marks.  The  pronunciation  shown  should  be  followed 
(see  Rule  XX).  Ex:

(1)  The  definition  should  start  on  the  same  line  if  space  permits,  and  all  runovers  should  start  in  cell  3.  If  the  definition 
begins  on  a new  braille  line,  it  should  also  start  in  cell  3. 

(2)  Lines  should  not  be  skipped  between  entries. 

b.  The  Pronunciation  Code,  (including  syllable  divisions  and  stress  marks)  employed  in  the  ink-print  copy  should  be  followed,  if 
a braille  code  is  available  to  represent  it  (see  Rule  XX,  §§43-49). 

c.  Tables  of  Pronunciation  should  follow  the  ink-print  copy,  using  the  appropriate  braille  pronunciation  code.  However,  it  will  be 
necessary  in  most  cases  to  edit  the  copy  for  intelligible  presentation  in  braille.  Examples  #2-4  below  will  give  guide  lines  as  to  format  and 
wording.  In  all  cases,  boldface  or  italic  type  used  to  set  off  letters  and  letter  sounds  should  be  ignored.  Note  that  a line  should  be  skipped 
before  and  after  the  table,  and  that  any  boxing  or  other  lines  present  in  the  ink-print  copy  should  be  omitted  in  braille.  Runovers  of 
explanations  of  signs  should  be  indented  one  braille  cell  beyond  the  beginning  of  the  explanation. 

(1)  Tables  of  pronunciation  should  appear  only  before  the  glossary  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  volume  in  which  symbols  of 
pronunciation  are  used.  If  a table  of  pronunciation  is  given  before  a glossary,  and  summary  tables  are  shown  also  at  the  top  or  bottom  of 
ink-print  pages,  the  summary  tables  should  be  omitted.  If  no  table  of  pronunciation  is  included  in  ink  print,  a list  of  only  those  symbols  of 
pronunciation  of  the  code  employed  in  the  glossary  should  be  inserted  before  writing  the  glossary  proper.  If  the  only  table  of  pronuncia-

tion  given  is  a summary  table  at  the  top  or  bottom  of  each  ink-print  page,  insert  this  table,  in  the  format  shown  in  Example  #1,  before 
beginning  the  glossary  proper,  but  do  not  repeat  it  from  page  to  page. 

(2)  Do  not  repeat  the  table  of  pronunciation  before  the  glossary  if  it  has  been  inserted  at  the  front  of  a volume  containing  both 
text  and  glossary.  However,  a note  should  be  inserted  at  the  beginning  of  the  glossary  referring  to  the  page  location  of  the  table  at  the 
beginning  of  the  volume. 

(3)  When  a letter  and  its  pronunciation  symbol  appear  alone  in  descriptive  material  in  keys,  the  letter  should  be  preceded  by 
the  appropriate  pronunciation  indicator,  and  the  letter  sign  should  be  omitted.  Letters  without  pronunciation  symbols  listed  in  the 
column  of  key  symbols  should  not  be  preceded  by  the  letter  sign.

GLOSSARY 


The  glossary  gives  366  selected  words  appearing  in  The  Brave 
and  Free.  The  meaning  of  each  word  is  explained  in  a definition 
which  fits  the  way  it  is  used  on  the  page  given.  In  this  glossary,  as 
in  a dictionary,  there  are  guide  words  at  the  top  of  each  page. 
The  word  at  the  left  top  is  the  first  word  listed  on  that  page,  and  the 
word  at  the  right  top  is  the  last  word  listed  on  the  same  page.  The 
words  in  the  list  are  divided  into  syllables  and  the  accents  are  marked. 
A heavy  mark  ' is  placed  after  a syllable  with  a primary  or  strong 
accent.  A lighter  mark  ' is  placed  after  a syllable  with  a secondary  or 
lighter  accent.  The  pronunciation  is  given  in  parentheses  after  each 
word.  Diacritical  marks  are  used  with  some  of  the  letters  in  the 
pronunciation  of  a word.  These  marks  tell  the  sounds  the  letters 
have  in  the  word.  The  list  below  and  the  words  at  the  bottom  of  the 
right-hand  pages  show  which  sound  of  a letter  each  diacritical  mark 
means.

d.  If  alphabetical  divisions  are  set  off  by  centered  capital  letters  of  the  alphabet,  they  should  be  set  off  in  braille,  omitting  the 
letter  sign,  with  no  lines  skipped  before  or  after  each  centered  capital  letter. 

e.  Italics  and  Other  Changes  of  Type  should  be  used  only  when  they  appear  in  pronunciation  or  when  they  are  required  to  show 
emphasis  or  distinction  in  definitions.  Abbreviations  for  parts  of  speech,  etc.,  should  not  be  italicized,  and  a period  should  be  inserted  in 
braille  even  if  not  present  in  ink  print. 

f.  Inclusive  Guide  Words: 

(1)  Inclusive  Guide  Words  for  Each  Ink-print  Page  should  be  inserted  on  the  first  line  of  each  new  ink-print  page.  They 
should  be  centered  on  the  braille  line  and  connected  by  a dash.  At  least  three  blank  cells  should  be  left  before  the  first  guide  word  and 
after  the  last.  If  the  ink-print  guide  words  should  start  a new  braille  page,  at  least  three  clear  spaces  should  be  left  before  the  ink-print 
page  number.  Do  not  skip  lines  after  ink-print  guide  words. 

(2)  Inclusive  Braille-page  Guide  Words,  connected  by  a dash,  should  be  centered  on  the  last  line  of  the  page.  No  fewer  than 
three  braille  cells  should  be  left  before  the  first  guide  word,  nor  fewer  than  three  blank  cells  between  the  last  guide  word  and  the  running 
braille  page  number.  These  braille-page  guide  words  should  consist  of  the  first  new  (not  runover)  entry  word  and  the  last  new  entry 
word  of  the  braille  page.  (In  press-brailled  books,  which  are  printed  on  both  sides  of  the  page,  the  inclusive  braille-page  guide  words 
should  include  the  first  new  (not  runover)  entry  word  on  the  left-hand  page  and  the  last  new  entry  word  on  the  right-hand  page.)  No  lines 
should  be  skipped  between  the  last  line  of  text  and  the  guide  words. 
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g.  Illustrations  and  Captions: 

(1)  Pictures  and  Line  Drawings  should  not  be  reproduced  unless  they  consist  of  tivo-dimensional  diagrams  or  charts  which 
add  to  the  information  in  the  definitions. 

(2)  Picture  Captions  should  also  be  omitted,  unless  they  contain  information  not  found  in  the  definition.  Extra  information 
in  captions  should  be  edited  and  incorporated  into  the  wording  of  the  definition. 


§2.  Dictionaries:  In  the  embossing  of  dictionaries,  all  of  the  rules  set  forth  in  §1  above — with  the  exception  of  §lc(2)  and  § If  ( 1 ) 

— should  be  followed.  The  transcriber  should  also  refer  to  the  braille  symbols  and  rules  of  usage  for  the  pronunciation  code  used  in  the 
particular  dictionary  being  embossed  (see  Rule  XX).  Additionally,  the  following  procedures  should  be  observed: 

a.  Sub-entry  Words:  Unlike  the  usual  glossary,  dictionaries  usually  include  numerous  derivatives  (run-on  entries),  synonyms 

and  antonyms,  etc.,  as  sub-entries  in  the  paragraphs  of  definition.  These  should  be  inserted  as  follows: 

(1)  Derivatives  (Run-on  Entries),  which  appear  in  ink  print  in  the  same  special  type,  usually  boldface,  as  the  main  entry 
words,  should  start  on  a new  braille  line,  beginning  in  cell  5,  with  all  runovers  beginning  in  cell  3.  If  dashes  appear  before  these  words  in 
ink  print,  they  should  be  omitted  in  braille. 

(2)  Synonymns  and  Antonyms,  etc.,  should  also  start  on  a new  braille  line,  beginning  in  cell  5,  with  all  runovers  starting  in 
cell  3.  Even  if  synonyms,  etc.,  do  not  begin  a new  line  in  ink  print,  they  should  do  so  in  braille.  Boldface  type,  small  capital  letters,  italics, 
etc.,  should  be  ignored,  except  in  the  definitions  where  they  are  used  for  emphasis  or  distinction. 

b.  Derivations  (Etymologies):  Unlike  glossaries,  dictionaries  usually  include  the  derivations  of  entry  words,  either  following  the 
pronunciation  (s)  or  at  the  end  following  the  definition  (s).  Copy  should  be  followed,  including  the  use  of  italics,  parentheses  and  brackets. 
However,  boldface  type  in  either  parentheses  or  brackets  should  be  ignored. 

c.  Tables  of  Pronunciation: 

(1)  A table  of  pronunciation  for  the  pronunciation  code  used  in  the  ink-print  edition  (see  Rule  XX)  should  be  included  in 
the  preliminary  pages  of  each  braille  volume  of  a dictionary.  Do  not  include  summary  tables  of  pronunciation  often  found  at  the  top  or 
bottom  of  individual  ink-print  pages. 

(2)  Most  ink-print  dictionaries  include  an  extensive  section  on  pronunciation  at  the  beginning  of  the  book.  This  material 
should  be  presented  in  a separate  volume  or  volumes,  preferably  before  starting  the  main  part  of  the  dictionary  itself. 

d.  Abbreviations:  The  list  of  abbreviations  employed  in  the  dictionary,  usually  appearing  in  ink  print  before  the  main  section, 
should  be  listed  in  the  special  preliminary  braille  volume  or  volumes.  If  these  abbreviations  include  italics,  they  should  be  omitted  in 
accordance  with  §le  above.  Periods  should  be  inserted  following  such  abbreviations,  even  if  they  are  not  present  in  ink  print. 

e.  Italics  and  Other  Changes  of  Type:  In  addition  to  the  directions  in  §le  above,  do  not  use  italics  when  writing  boldface 

numbers  and  letters  which  introduce  numbered  and  lettered  definitions.  Periods  should  be  inserted  following  such  numbers  or  letters, 
even  if  they  are  not  present  in  ink  print. 

f.  Inclusive  Guide  Words  should  be  included  at  the  bottom  of  each  braille  page  for  the  braille  entry  words  on  that  page  only  (see 
§lf  (2)  above).  If  the  inclusive  guide  words  are  too  long  to  be  contained  on  one  braille  line,  the  usage  set  forth  in  §h  below  should  be 
followed.  The  guide  words  for  the  ink-print  pages  should  be  omitted. 

g.  Ink-print  Page  Numbers  should  be  omitted  in  all  full-length  dictionaries.  However,  in  a glossary  or  small  dictionary  appearing 
at  the  back  of  a textbook,  the  ink-print  page  numbers  should  be  included. 

h.  Inclusive  Sequences  of  Letters  contained  in  a particular  volume  should  be  included  on  the  title  page,  on  the  same  line  with  the 
volume  number.  They  must  also  be  included  on  the  spine  title,  in  both  inkprint  and  braille.  These  inclusive  letters  should  be  connected  by 
a hyphen,  and  braille  contractions  should  not  be  used.  Ex: 

a-als

§3.  Dictionary  Helps  which  appear  in  textbooks  should  be  presented  in  the  following  form: 

a.  Entry  and/or  root  words  should  begin  at  the  margin,  followed  on  the  same  line  by  the  definition.  All  runovers  should  start  in 
cell  3.  All  supplementary  explanatory  material  should  be  blocked,  beginning  in  cell  5. 

b.  Arrows,  boxing,  etc.,  should  be  ignored.

§2.  General  Format : 

a.  All  foreign  words  should  be  written  in  uncontracted  braille.  If  an  entire  text  is  in  a foreign  language,  the  special  accented 
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letters  should  be  used.  In  the  embossing  of  all  foreign-language  books,  a complete  list  of  the  special  symbols  for  the  language  should  be 
presented  in  the  front  of  each  volume. 

b.  In  foreign-language  textbooks  containing  both  English  and  foreign-language  passages,  the  special  foreign-accented  letters 
should  always  be  used  in  all  foreign  words  or  passages.  In  such  instances,  the  English  braille  punctuation  and  composition  signs  should  be 
used,  except  in  Spanish  which  requires  certain  special  forms. 

c.  Italics,  change  of  type,  underscoring,  etc.,  which  are  used  in  ink  print  to  indicate  change  of  language,  should  be  ignored  in 
braille.  However,  italics  should  be  used  when  required  for  emphasis. 

d.  Passages  of  books,  or  whole  books,  written  in  Old  or  Middle  English  should  be  considered  as  foreign,  and  should  be  transcribed 
in  uncontracted  braille.  The  braille  representations  of  the  runic  letters  as  listed  in  §la  above  should  be  used  as  necessary.  Caution: 
Since  the  ink-print  signs  for  the  thorn  and  the  wen  may  be  confusing  to  the  uninitiated,  every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  read  what- 
ever information  may  be  available  in  the  book  to  be  transcribed  to  help  differentiate  between  them. 

§3.  Title  Pages: 

a.  If  a title  is  in  a foreign  language,  it  should  be  written  in  full  spelling,  using  the  necessary  foreign-accented  letters.  All  other 
information  on  the  title  page,  including  the  names  of  authors  and  publishers  with  foreign  names  containing  foreign-accented  letters, 
should  be  written  in  contracted  English  braille,  with  the  foreign-accented  letters  indicated  by  dot  4. 

b.  Do  not  designate  on  the  title  page  that  the  book  is  transcribed  in  a particular  language,  such  as  French,  etc.,  although  this 
information  may  be  placed  in  ink  print  on  the  spine  of  the  cover. 


§4.  Conjugations;  Declensions;  Genders:  Singular  and  Plural  Forms;  Comparatives:  For  the  writing  of  these  materials,  consult 
Appendix  B2. 


§5.  Footnotes:  In  general,  footnotes  should  be  treated  as  shown  in  Rule  VI.  Exception:  In  foreign-language  prose  passages 
cluttered  with  numerous  notes,  use  the  following  format: 


a.  Do  not  end  the  braille  line  of  text  with  the  first  note  reference,  but  continue  to  the  end  (regardless  of  the  number  of  note  refer- 
ences which  can  be  contained  therein)  before  inserting  the  notes  on  the  following  braille  lines. 

b.  No  word  should  be  divided  at  the  end  of  the  line. 

c.  The  note  should  begin  on  the  following  line. 

d.  The  note  symbols,  followed  by  the  corresponding  note,  should  begin  in  cell  7,  with  all  runovers  beginning  in  cell  5. 

e.  Such  notes  should  be  numbered  only  if  they  are  numbered  in  ink  print. 

f.  Normal  paragraphing  and  margins  should  be  resumed  when  continuing  the  text. 

§6.  Foreign-language  Passage  Followed  by  English  Translation: 

a.  If,  in  the  body  of  a paragraph,  a foreign-language  passage  is  followed  immediately  by  its  English  translation,  the  ink-print 
format  (including  the  use  of  italics  and/or  parentheses)  should  be  followed. 
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b.  However,  if  the  English  translation  appears  in  ink  print  on  a separate  line,  in  a separate  column,  or  line-f or-line  on  a facing 
page,  the  foreign-language  passage  (including  all  runovers)  should  be  blocked  at  the  margin.  The  English  translation  should  also  be 
blocked,  beginning  in  cell  3 on  the  braille  line  following  the  foreign-language  portion. 


(1)  A blank  line  should  be  left  before  and  after  such  a passage,  unless  there  is  a group  of  such  passages,  in  which  case  blank 
lines  should  be  left  only  before  the  first  and  after  the  last. 

(2)  If  either  the  foreign-language  or  English  portion  is  written  in  italics,  or  if  either  is  enclosed  in  parentheses,  the  italics 
and  the  parentheses  should  be  omitted  in  braille.  Ex:

When  it  is  necessary  to  transpose  the  translation  from  the  back  of  the  book, 
the  ink-print  page  numbers  of  the  translation  should  be  shown  in  braille,  and  a transcriber’s  note  should  be  inserted  to  explain  the  reloca- 
tion of  the  copy  in  braille. 


§7.  Pronunciation;  Voice  Inflection;  Stress: 

a.  For  texts  employing  ink-print  signs  for  liaison  and  separation,  the  following  signs  should  be  used.  If  necessary,  these  signs 
may  begin  a new  braille  line.

Parentheses,  if  any,  should  be  omitted  from  abbreviations  for 
gender  or  parts  of  speech.  Each  entry  word  should  start  at  the  margin,  with  all  runovers  beginning  in  cell  3.  Ex:

§9.  Numbers  in  Foreign  Languages:  In  many  foreign  languages,  the  punctuation  of  numbers  is  opposite  to  that  followed  in  the 
United  States,  the  comma  being  substituted  for  the  decimal  dot,  and  the  dot  replacing  the  comma  in  setting  off  numbers  of  more  than 
three  places.  In  such  cases,  follow  the  ink-print  copy.  If  blank  spaces  are  used  in  ink  print  to  separate  the  segments  of  a long  number,  in 
braille  the  decimal  point  (dots  4-6)  must  be  inserted  for  the  blank  spaces. 

§10.  Poetry:  In  presenting  poetry,  use  the  same  format  as  in  English  (see  Rule  XVII).

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APPENDIX  G— LETTERS  AND  ENVELOPES 


§1.  Letters — Sample  letters  appearing  in  ink-print  texts  should  be  reproduced  in  the  same  format  in  braille. 

a.  When  reproducing  blocked  form  in  braille,  lines  must  be  skipped  between  paragraphs,  and  the  paragraphs  should  not  be 
indented. 

b.  Never  skip  lines  between  the  heading  and  the  inside  address,  or  between  the  last  line  of  the  body  of  the  letter  and  the  compli- 
mentary close. 

c.  The  complimentary  close,  signature,  writer’s  and  typist’s  initials,  and  notice  of  enclosure  must  be  written  on  the  same  braille 
page  as  the  last  line  of  the  body  of  the  letter. 

d.  If  marginal  identifications  of  parts  of  letters  are  included,  a sample  outline  form,  showing  only  the  marginal  information  and 
lines  of  dots  2-5,  should  be  presented  first,  followed  by  the  letter  itself.  A transcriber’s  note  should  be  inserted  before  the  outline  form,  to 
explain  its  purpose,  if  the  ink-print  copy  does  not  make  this  clear. 

Since  the  transcriber  will  find  many  variations  in  copy  and  format,  the  examples  given  below  should  be  treated  as  guides.  Ex:

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e.  When  the  folding  and  inserting  of  letters  in  envelopes  is  shown  by  diagrams  which  are  not  adequately  explained  in  words,  the 
transcriber  must  interpret  the  diagrams  in  words,  without  reference  to  any  letters,  arrows,  etc.,  employed  in  the  diagram,  and  the  dia- 
gram should  be  omitted.  Ex: 


Example  #1 — Folding  for  and  Inserting  in  a #6  Envelope 

(ink-print) 


There  are  five  separate  steps  involved  in  folding  and  inserting  the  standard-size  letter  in  the  standard  envelope,  known  as  a “No.  6 
envelope”  (3%"  x 6%") : 

1.  Place  the  letter  on  the  desk,  face  up,  bottom  toward  you. 

2.  Bring  the  lower  edge  up  to  within  one-half  inch  of  the  top,  and  fold. 

3.  Fold  from  right  to  left  one  third  tne  width  of  the  sheet. 

4.  Fold  the  remaining  portion  from  left  to  right. 

5.  Insert  the  letter  in  the  envelope  with  the  closed  edge  down. 


Example  #2 — Folding  for  and  Inserting  in  a #10  Envelope 

(ink-print)

For  the  large  “No.  10  Envelope”  (4"  x 9V->"),  proceed  thus: 

1.  Fold  the  bottom  upward  one  third  the  length  of  the  sheet.

3.  Insert  the  letter  in  the  envelope,  with  the  closed  edge  down,  and  the  flap  against  the  front  of  the  envelope. 

§2.  Envelopes — Format  for  the  addressing  of  envelopes  should  be  presented  in  braille  as  shown  in  the  ink-print  copy.  If  the  outline 
of  the  outer  edges  of  the  envelope  is  shown  in  ink  print,  it  should  be  reproduced  in  braille.  Ex:

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APPENDIX  H— CROSS-WORD  PUZZLES 


§1.  Cross-word  puzzles  should  be  written  on  the  braillewriter  or  slate.  In  puzzles  with  numerals  of  no  more  than  two  digits,  i.e.,  no 
greater  than  99,  use  the  following  procedures: 

a.  All  squares  of  the  grid  should  be  two  cells  wide,  and  be  separated  from  each  other  by  a blank  space. 

(1)  The  numbers  should  be  written  in  the  upper  part  of  the  cell,  without  the  number  sign.  Numerals  from  1-9  should  be 
followed  immediately  by  a hyphen  to  complete  the  square. 

(2)  Unnumbered  open  squares  should  be  represented  by  the  dash  (dots  3-6,  3-6). 

(3)  Solid  or  shaded  squares  should  be  represented  by  two  full  cells  of  dots  1-2-3-4-5-6. 

b.  A line  should  be  skipped  at  the  end  of  the  puzzle  before  inserting  the  two  lists  of  clues. 

c.  The  lists  of  clues  should  be  written  in  column  form.  The  “across”  clues  should  be  completed  before  writing  the  “down”  clues. 
In  puzzles  for  primary  grades,  it  sometimes  may  be  possible  to  present  the  “across”  and  the  “down”  clues  in  parallel  columns. 

d.  The  puzzle  grid  should  be  presented  on  facing  pages  when  it  cannot  be  contained  within  the  width  of  one  braille  page.  (For  the 
format  for  facing  braille  pages,  see  §39b(12).)

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APPENDIX  I— GEOMETRIC  FIGURES;  LINES;  GRAPHS;  TABLES  OF  NUMBERS 
§1.  General  Principles  for  Spacing: 

a.  The  limit  of  space  between  all  tactual  symbols  (lines,  figures,  letters,  etc.)  should  be  not  less  than  Vft"- 

b.  No  figure  should  be  larger  than  necessary  for  legibility  by  touch. 

§2.  Geometric  Figures: 

a.  Simple  Figures,  without  identifying  symbols  or  additional  lines  or  shadings,  should  conform  to  the  following  specifications: 

(1)  Triangles — Any  side  or  altitude,  whichever  is  shorter,  should  be 

(2)  Circles  should  have  a radius  of  1/2"* 

(3)  Ellipse — The  shortest  distance  from  the  center  to  any  point  on  an  ellipse  should  be  1/2". 

(4)  Squares  should  have  all  sides  *4"  in  length. 

(5)  Rectangles  should  have  an  altitude  of  (4">  with  a ratio  of  the  sides  of  2 to  1. 

(6)  Rhombus  (diamond)  should  have  an  altitude  of 

(7)  Parallelogram  (rhomboid)  should  have  its  shortest  altitude 

(8)  Trapezoid  should  have  its  shortest  altitude 

(9)  Quadrilateral  (trapezium)  should  have  its  shortest  altitude 

(10)  Polygon  of  5 or  more  sides  should  have  its  shortest  side  14". 

b.  Lettered  or  Numbered  Figures:  The  minimum  size  of  figures  with  accompanying  symbols  must  be  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date the  standard  dimensions  for  braille : 

(1)  External  or  internal  identifying  symbols  (letters,  numbers,  degrees)  should  be  no  closer  to  any  side  or  point  on  the  figure 

than  Yg"- 

(2)  The  position  of  the  labelling  of  figures  should  conform  to  the  ink-print  wherever  possible.  If  this  is  not  feasible,  the 
positions  of  the  braille  labels  should  be  such  that  the  label  is  clearly  identified  with  the  point  of  reference ; otherwise,  a descriptive  legend 
should  be  substituted. 

(3)  If  the  available  space  for  a drawing  cannot  accommodate  all  internal  or  external  identifications,  a descriptive  legend 
should  be  substituted. 

§3.  Lines: 

a.  Recommended  Kinds  of  Lines,  in  order  of  preference: 

(1)  Dotted  line  of  small,  closely-spaced  dots. 

(2)  Dotted  line  of  small,  wider-spaced  dots. 

(3)  Dash-dot  line  composed  of  thin  line  1,4"  in  length  and  a small  dot,  with  .090"  spacing  between. 
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(4)

Dash-dash  line  composed  of  thin  lines  1/4"  in  length,  with  .090"  spacing  between. 

Broad  dotted  line,  composed  of  larger,  closely-spaced  dots ; or  two  parallel  lines  of  small,  closely-spaced  dots,  the  spacing 
be  .090". 

Narrow,  flat,  solid  lines. 

Dotted  line  of  widely-spaced  broad  dots,  at  least  twice  the  size  of  the  small  dots  in  (1). 

Wavy,  solid  lines. 


b.  In  figures,  graphs,  etc.,  using  several  kinds  of  lines  in  ink  print: 

(1)  Outlines  of  basic  figures  should  be  made  with  either  line  (1)  or  line  (6)  described  in  §a  above. 

(2)  All  other  lines  on  figures  should  then  be  varied  as  required  to  provide  distinction  between  lines. 


c.  Spacing  of  Lines: 

(1)  No  line  shall  be  less  than  Vfc"  in  length. 

(2)  When  lines  intersect,  they  should  be  extended  so  that  the  minimum  distance  between  their  points  of  widest  separation 
will  be  not  less  than  *4". 

(3)  A dot  larger  in  size  than  the  regular  braille  dot  should  be  inserted  only  where  lines  intersect  each  other  or  at  the  point 
where  a tangent  touches  a circle.  (Care  should  be  taken  not  to  draw  the  lines  through  the  point  of  intersection  or  tangency,  and  thereby 
destroy  the  dot.) 


§4.  Graphs: 

a.  Bar  Graphs  should  be  made  by  use  of  the  full  braille  cell  (dots  1-2-3-4-5-6)  to  represent  each  whole  unit,  plus  the  dropped 
numbers  1-9  (without  the  number  sign)  to  represent  parts  of  units.  No  space  should  be  left  between  the  whole  and/or  part  units. 


b.  Graphs  of  Equations:  In  presenting  this  type  of  graph : 

(1)  The  grid  should  be  omitted.  The  X and  Y axes  should  be  drawn  with  a solid,  heavy  line,  with  the  grid  points  along  the 

X and  Y axes  marked  off  by  short,  narrow  lines  extending  not  more  than  Vk"  either  side  of  each  axis. 

(2)  The  coordinates  should  be  indicated  by  large  dots,  the  graph  line  being  drawn  so  as  to  connect  the  coordinates  (without 

actually  drawing  the  line  through  the  dots,  and  thereby  destroying  them)  and  extend  to  the  limits  of  the  figure. 

(3)  The  units  on  the  X and  Y axes  should  be  marked  in  braille  to  the  left  of  the  Y axis  and  below  the  X axis.  The  origin 

at  the  intersection  of  the  X and  Y axes  should  be  marked  by  a large  dot  unlike  any  other  used  on  the  graph. 

(4)  The  number  of  points  shown  and/or  identified  on  the  scale  of  the  grid  along  the  axes  should  be  the  minimum  needed  for 
understanding  the  graph. 

(5)  The  coordinates,  omitting  the  parentheses,  should  be  inserted  at  least  Vs"  from  the  point  that  it  describes,  preferably  to 
the  right  of  the  point. 

(6)  Any  equation  shown  in  ink  print  along  the  line  of  the  graph  should  be  inserted  before  presenting  the  graph.  Similarly, 
solutions  to  the  equations,  often  found  near  the  bottom  of  the  grid  in  ink  print,  should  be  written  following  the  presentation  of  the  graph. 
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§5.  Tables  of  Numbers:  In  writing  tables  of  numbers,  logarithm  tables,  etc.,  the  following  procedures  should  be  employed: 

a.  The  signs  of  the  Nemeth  Code  of  Mathematics  should  be  employed,  and  the  numeric  indicator  should  be  omitted. 

b.  No  part  of  tables  of  numbers  should  be  written  on  either  line  1 or  line  25  of  the  braille  page,  since  these  lines  must  be  reserved 
for  the  ink-print  and  running  braille  page  numbers  respectively. 


c.  In  long  tables,  running  over  several  braille  pages,  inclusive  numbers  showing  the  beginning  and  last  numbers  on  the  page, 
separated  by  a dash,  should  be  centered  on  line  25.  (In  two-side  printing,  the  inclusive  numbers  of  the  table  should  be  written  on  line  25  of 
the  right-hand  of  each  two  facing  pages,  and  should  include  the  first  number  on  the  left-hand  page,  and  the  last  number  on  the  right- 
hand  page.)
